BLOoMINGTON, III., Oct. 1—About 6:30 
this ening three discharges of a revolver 
following each other in rapid saccession 
were heard in the county jail. Then the 
people on the street began to cry: “ Police! 
police!“ and run towards the jail building at 
the corner of Oentre and Market streets. 
Immediately rumor prevailed that the pris- 
oners had obtained pistols, had killed the 
Sheriff and Jailer, and were making their es- 
cape. The fact was a prisoner named Charles 
Pierce, a horse thief, 

HAD MURDERED TEDDY FRANKS, 
the County Jailer. Franks, while changing 
the prisoner, Plercé alias Howlett, from ane 
cell to another, was murdered in cold blood 
by Pierce, who Seigéd the Jailer’s revolver 
from Franks’ hip pocket, shooting him three 
times and killing him instantly. The third 
shot, a large ball, went clear through the 
body. 
within 4 few moments after this tragédy nad 
occurred, a large number of people had 
gathered in front of the north door of the 
jail within which the body of Teddy Franks 
was lying stark in death. Walxine among 
the people, you gould hear men say: This is 
too bad! :

te punish crime. He ought to be hung.“ 

“Don’t stir up a mob!” a law-and-order 
man wold say. “Let the law take its 
course.’

Then some one éfied: “Let us take him 
out!’ 

Cheers followed this, and other voices 
cried; Take him out!“ 

AFTER AN HOUR’S EXCITEMENT, 
a rush was made, and the work of breakthg 
into the jail was commenced. 

For two hours the mob worked at the jail 
with six sledge-hammers and battering-rams 


made of great pieces of timber. 


Sheriff Alor and his deputiés and thé city 
police soon ascertained that they could do 
nothing to restrain the reckless men and 
boys who composed the assauiting crowd. 
Fully 5,000 persons were in the howling, 
yelling multitude. The officers did What 
they could to delay the mob’s progress. 

SEVERAL PROMINENT CITIZENS, 
including Senator Fifer and others, attempted 
to get the ear of the excited men who were 
battering the jail wall down, but in vain. At 
last the mob gained admittance to the jail, 
secured the murderer of Franks, took him to 
a tree on Market street, near the northeast 
corner of Centre and Market, put a rope 
around his neck, threw one end eeress a 
branch, and 

PULLED THE CULPRIT UP 
One of the mob climbed up the tree and out 
upon the branch to whieh the murderer was 
hanging, and, amid the cheers of the de- 
lighted people, pulled the hanging body up 
three or four feet and let it drop. 

“Pull him up higher!” the crowd would 
cry. The man on the branch would comply 
with the request and let the body drop with

Before commencing the examination a con- 
suitation was held by these physicians in a room 
adjoining that in which the body lay, and it was 
unanimously agreed that the dissection should 
be made by Dr. Lamb, and that Surgeon Wood- 
ward should record thé observations made. It Was 
further unanimousiy agreed that the cranium 
should not be opened. Surgeon Woodward then 
proposed that the examination should de con- 
ducted as follows: 

That the body should be viewed externally. 
and any morbid @pbearances existing recorded. 

That thé catheter should then be passed into 
the wound, as was done during life, to wash it 
out for the purpose of assistmg to find the 
position @ the bullet. 

That a long incision should next be made 
from the superior extremity of the sternum to 
the pubis, and this crossed by a transverse one 
just below the umbilicus. 

That the abdominal flaps thus made should 
then be turned back and the abdominal viscera 
examined. 

That, after the abdominal cavity was opened. 
the position of ‘the bullet should be ascertained, 
if possible, before Making any further incision, 
and that, finally, the thorocic viscera should be 
examined. 

This order of procedure was unanimously 
agreed to. 

The examination was then proceeded with, 
and the following external appearances Were 
observed: 

The body was considerably emaciated, but the 
face was much less wasted than the limbs. 

A preservative fluid had been injected by 
the embalmer.a few bouts before into the left 
femorai artery. The pipes used for this purpose 
were stillin position. 

The interior surface of the body presented 
no abnormal appearanves, and there was no ec- 
chymosis, or other discoloration of any part of 
the abdomen. 

Just below the right car, and a little behind it, 
there was an oval ulcerated épéning, about half 
an inch in diameter, from which some sanious 
pus was escaping, but no tuméfaction could be 
observed in the parotid region, 

A considerable number of purpura-like spots 
were scattered thickly over the left scapula, aha 
thence forward as far as the axilla. They 
ranged from one-eighth toone-fourth of an inch 
in diameter, were slightly elevated and purpu- 
raceous on the surface, and many of them were 
confluent in groups of twototour ormore. A 
similar but much less abundant eruption was 
observed sparsely scatiered over the correspond- 
ing region on the right side. 

An oval, excavated uicer, about an inch long. 
the result.of a small carbuncle, wag seated over 
the spinous process of the tenth dorsal vertebra 

Over the sacrum there were four small bed- 
sores, the largest about half an inch in diameter. 

A few acne pustules and a numder of irregu- 
lar spots of post-mortem hypéstatic congestion 
were scattered over the shouldérs, back, and 
buttocks. 

The interior part of the scrotum was much 
discolored by hypostatic congestion. 

A group of bemorrboida! tumors, rather larger 
than a walnut, protruded from the anus. 

The depressed cicatrix of the wound made by 
the pistol- bullet was recognized over the tenth 
intercostal space, three and a half inches to 
right of the vertebral spines, 

A deep linear incision (made in part by the 
operation of July 24,and extended by that of 
Aug. & occupied a position closely correspoud- 
ing to the upper border of the rigut twelfth rib. 
It commenced posterior about two inches from 
the vertebral spine and extended forward a littie 
more than three inches. 

At the interior extremity of this incision there 
was a deep, neariy square, abraded surface, 
about an inch across. 

A weil oiled, flexibie catheter fourteen inches 
long, was then passed into this wound, as had 
been done to wash it out during life. More re- 
sistance was at first encounfered than had usual 
ly deen the Case, Dut after several trials the 
catheter entered without any violence to the 
full leagth. It was then left in position, and the 
body disposed supinely for the examination of 
the viscera. 

The cranium was not opened. A long incision 
was made from -the superior extremity of the 
sternum to the pubis, followed by a transverse 
iocision crossing the abdomen Just below the 
umbillicus. The four flaps thus formed were 
turned back and the abdominal viscera ex- 
posed. The subcutaneous adipose ttssue dtvta- 
ed by the incisions was a little more than one- 
eighth of an inch thick over the thorax, but was 
thicker over the abdomen, being about a quar- 
ter of an inch thick along the linea alba and, 
as much as half an inch thick toward the outer 


abdominal parteties.

It was now evident that seconary dem 
had been the Immediate cause of déath, by 
the point from which the blood had escape 
was got at once apparent. 

Tue omentum was not adherent to the 
tines, which were moderately distended wig 
gas. 

No intestinal adhesions were found othe) 
than those between the transverse colon eng 
thé livér already mentioned. 

The abdominal cavity being now washed out 
as thoroughly as possible, a fruitless at 
was made to obtaia some indivation of the 
tion of the bullet before making any farther d 
cisions. 

By pushing the intestines aside, the 
of the catheter, which had passed into the 
wound, could be felt between the peritoneum 
and the right iliac fascia, but it had évidently 
doubled upon itself, and, although a prolonged 
search was made, nothing could be seen or fen 
to indicate the presenée of the bullet, either ia 
that region or elsewhere. 

The abdominal viscera were then carefully: 
removed from the body, placed in suitabie ves- 
sels, and examined seriatim, with the following 
result: 

The adhesions between the liver and trans 
verse colon proved to bound an abscess cavity 
between the under surface of the liver and the 
traus verse meso-colon, which involved the ga- 
bladder and extended to about the same distance 
on each side of it, measuring six inches trags- 
versely and four inches from before backward, 
This cavity was lined by a thick pyogenie mem. 
brane, which completely replaced the capsule 
of that part of the under surface of the liver ag 
cupied by the abscess. It contained about twe 
ounces of greenish-yellow fluid—a mixture of 
pus and biliary matter. This abscess did adt 
involve any portion of the substance of the 
liver except che surface with whichit was a 
contact, and no communication could be detect. 
ed between it and any part of the wound. 5 

Some recens peritoneal adbesions existed be 
tween the upper surface of the right lobe of the 
liver and the diaphragm. The liver was larger 
than normal, weighing eighty-four ounces. Its 
substance was firm, but of a pale yellowish color 
on its surfce and througnout the interior of 
the organ, from fatty degweveration. No en- 
dence that it had been pénetrated by the bullet 
could be found, nor were there any abscesses @ 
iofurctions ia any part of its tissue. 

The spleen was connected by diaphragm 4d. 
hesions. 

There were several rather deep congenial 
fissures in its margins, giving it a lobulated ap- 
pearance. It was abuorwmally large, weighing 
eighteen ounces, of a very dark lake red colon 
both on the surface and on section. I[ 
parenchyma was soft and flabby, but contained 
no abscesses or infurctions. 

There were some reeent peritoneal adhesions 
between the posterior wall of the stomach aid 
the posterior abdominal parieties. 

With this exception, no abnormalities were 
discovered in the stomach or intestises, nor 
were any other évidences of genéral or local 
peritonitis fousd besides those already specified, 

The right kidney weighed six ounces; the lest 
kidney seven. 

Just beneath the capsule of the left kidney, 
at about the middle of its conves border, chem 
was a little abscess one-third of an inch in diam 
eter. « 

There were three small serous cysts on 
cotivex border of the right kidney, jast 
its capsule. 

In other respeots the tissue of both Mane 
Was normal in appearance and in texture. 

The urinary biadder was empty. 

eb ind the right kidney, after the removal of 
that organ from the body. the dilated track of 
the bullet was dissected into. It was found that 
from the point at.which it had fractured the 
right sleventü ri three indhes and a alt to 
the right of the vertebral spine) Ge missile 
had gone to the left obliquely forward, 
passing through the body of the first 
lumbar vertebra, and lodging in the adipose 
connective tissue immediately below the lower 
border of the panctéas, about two inches ands 
half to the left of, the spinai colamu, and behind 
the peritoneum.

POLITICAL GOSSIP. 
DEMOCRATIC PROGRAM. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WaAsuineron, D. C., Oct. 1.—It is now the 
intention of the Democratic Senators to hold 
a conference some time the latter part of 
next week preliminary to the caucus which 
will be held. The Democratic Senators will 
all be here, unless accident prevents, with 
the exception of Fair. and possibly Slater. 
The general impression today is that the 
Democratic Senators in the caucus will 
nominate Senator Bayard, and probably re- 
nominate Sergeant-at-Arms Bright. There 
are several candidates for the vacant Clerk- 
ship of the Senate, but none of them have 
had as yet any opportupity to make such a 
canvass as to warrant any estimate being 
made as to chances. Some of the Senators 
in the city are of the opinion, which Senator 
Johuston, of Virginia, is willing to be 
quoted as holding, that the Demo- 
crats are not only entitled to the 
Presidency of the Senate, but also 
to all of the offices. They are willing to 
come to some understanding with the Re- 
publicans about the committees, but are will- 
ing to yield no more than this. 
AN INTIMATE FRIEND OF SENATOR JONES 
says that he knows that the President was 
not aware of Senator Jones’ visit to Mr. 
Conkling until he saw the statement in the 
newspaper dispatches. He thinks that it is 
quite likely that Mr. Jones went on a self- 
appointed mission to Conkling, partially to 
get the ex-Senator’s views as to many mat- 

rs of public interest, and especially to see 

hether Mr. Conkling was not ready to meet 
Mr. Jones’ own views regarding a settlement 
of the factional differences in the party. 
Senator Jones is known to have deprecated 
these differences, and to have been very 
desirous to see peace restored in 
the party. Mr. Jones is on _ friend- 
ly, though not intimate terms, 
with Mr. Blaine, and is greatly respected, 
notwithstanding his extreme Stalwartism, by 
many of the leading men who are not Stal- 
warts. His intimacy with Arthur began 
months ago, and was continued and in- 
creased when Mr. Arthur came here as Vice- 
President. With no man, not even Conk- 
ling, was Arthur more frequently seen. 
During the early spring months it was his 
custom to take his daily drive with Senator 
Jones, and their — were frequently 
spent together. r. Jones’ friends bere say 
that he does not desire a Cabinet place, and 
that he would not accept the offer of one if 
it should be made to him. 

THE PRESIDENT 
is expected back here either on Monday or 
Tuesday of next week, and will remain in 
the city until the called session of the Senate 
is over. A very close friend of the Presi- 
dent said that Gen. Arthur would 
have greatly preferred to remain in 
Washington until the Senate met, and 
it was only because private business and 
domestic arrangements which could not be 
slighted compelled him to make a brief visit 
to New York that he finally decided to go. 
He was very much afraid that his visit at this 
time would be liable to be misconstrued, and 
it was his purpose when he went to avoid as 
far as possible any act which would give the 
slightest ground for the belief entertained 
by many that his visit had anything to do 
with the local politics of the Stateof New 
York. This friend says that he guesses only 
what may be the result of the Cabinet 
changes, and that he believes that is all that 
even the nearest friend of the President has 
been able to do. His guess is that the Presi- 
dent will so constitute his Cabinet 
as to strengthen himself and at 
the same time compel the admission 
from the country that the Cabinet 
is a strong representative and popular one. 
While he will accept the resignations of all 
the members of Gen. Garfield’s Cabinet, he 
will not suffer them to retire to private life 
without first having had an opportunity of 
serving their country in some other important 
official capacity. That 
MR. BLAINE 

will be asked to represent this Government 
either at the Court of St. James or to accept 
one of the other first-class missions, this 
friend guesses, will be one of the first steps 
taken by the President. He does not think 
Mr. Blaine will accept such a mission, but is 
inclined to think it possible that Mr. Blaine 
may, with the help of the Presi- 
dent, get back into the Senate. 
Whether that help involves Eugene Hale 
or Senator Frye is a question. Mr. Hale 
would not accepts a Cabinet position some 
years ago, and, having begun a term of six 
years in the Senate, is not likely to do so 
now. Mr. Frye, on the contrary, would have 
been glad to have gone into the Cabinet at 
one time, and, as he has less than two years 
ot his present term to serve, a temptation of 
that kind might be considered by him. Itis 
surmised that Secretary Hunt will be offered 
one of the Territorial Judgeships, and it is 
said that he will accept it, unless a higher 
ambition of his—to-wit: the Supreme Bench 
should be realized.

GREAT ACTIVITY AMONG DEALERS. 
Spe.:al Dispateh to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 1.—There is great activity 
at present in the offices of all dealers in real 
estate, whose business uow is largely nego- 
tiation and the answering of inquiries, rather 
thau the actual exchange of property. There 
is a disposition to push auction sales on the 
part of experienced agents, who consider 
this an excellent time for selling. Such sales 
of ordinary property in the last ten days 
have been very satisfactory. The number of 
bidders present has been large, and the 
amount of capital represented very unusual, 
while the prices obtained have been so high 
as to surprise the sellers and auctioneers. It is 
remarked that payments are made largely in 
cash. This demand for ordinary real estate 
is attributed in part to the fact that the low 
interest on Government bonds and other safe 
securities makes the outlets for 

DESIRABLE PERMANENT INVESTMENTS 
very limited. Another reason is the fact that 
the general advance in the values of all 
kinds of property since the revival of busi- 
ness 1 has been less on real estate 
than on anything oer excepting, of course, 
Fifth avenue, Wall street, and other 
very “fancy” property, which can 
scarcely be réckoned in the market. 
Buildin of inds still continues 
very active in various parts of the city. The 
demand for houses to rent is yet unlimited, 
and the supply very inadequate. For first- 
class furnighed houses, to be rented till next 
May, owners can command almost any terms 
they name, and but very few of such dwell- 
ings can be obtained.

QUARTERLY REPORT OF POSTMASTER PEAR-

THE JEANNETTE. 


Arrival of the Schooner H. B. Handy at 
Sau Francisco from the Arctic Sea 
No Tidings of the Lost Steamer Jean 
nette. 

San Francisco, Oct. 1.— The whaling- 
schooner R. B. Handy, Capt. Winants, which 
arrived today from the Arctic Sea, brought 
down Capt. Gifford and the crew of the 
whaler Daniel Webster, crushed by ice near 
Point Barrow. Capt. Gifford confirms the 
report contained in the cablegram published 
by the New York Herald Sept. 21 that natives 
had seen a wrecked ship far to the eastward 
and that four white men were among the 
natives. The conversation between Gifford 
and the natives was conducted principally 
by signs, and was difficult to understand. 
From the signs made these men were either 
dead or sick, as the native in speaking of 
them indicated their condition by placing his 
head on the ground in the attitude in sleep 
or death. ‘The similarity in the narrative to 
that of the Siberian uimax relative to the 
location of the wreck of the Vigilant and the 
number of bodies correspond, but the dis- 
tance between the two locations is so 
great as to make it impossible to the minds 
of the whalers that the two stones apply to 
the same vessel. Capt. Winant, in a letter 
to the Bulletin, advances the theory that 
Jeannette has sought the northeastern pass- 
age around North America, and mestions as 
a thread of evidence leading that way that 
the Indian who reported to Capt. Gifford a 
wreck to the eastward produced a new brass 
kettle which he said had come from that 
wreck. The kettle was as new 
and bright as though just from the 
store, having on it the maker’s name and 
place of manufacture, which the Captain 
thinks was Waterbury, Mass., but has lost 
the note he made of it. No whaleships have 
been in the vicinity of Point Barrows for the 
last two years, it would seem that if the 
natives had obtained such an article in 
trade from a ship they would have made use 
of it, for soon after the native brought 
it to Point Barrows he traded it off 
and it was immediately put in use.

THE STORM IN GENERAL. 

Omana, Neb., Oct. 1.—A terrible tornado 
started yesterday morning in Nebraska, and, 
taking a northeasterly course, swept over 
Minnesota and the western portion of Wis- 
consip. In Nebraska the Town of Madison, 
a place of 1,000 inhabitants, was almost com- 
pletely demolished, and hundreds of people 
were rendered homeless. At Stanton, Neb., 
twelve bulidings were blown down and 
twenty people injuréd. The cyclone swept 
through the southern part of Minnesota, 
doing great damage at Owatonna and else- 
where, but happily causing no loss of life. 
A black cloud, the size of an eighty- 
acre farm, appeared on the sky, thick- 
ened, contracted, and swooped down 
upon the earth, in myriad convolutions, 
the tornado that followed making a tract 
half a mile wide. Great damage was done 
in the northern part of W devastat- 
ing a track of eighty rods in width. About 
a dozen persons were injured near Wau- 
toma, and the Town of Lima suffered great 
loss. Branches of the same storm swept 
through lowa, Kansas, Missouri, and IIII- 
nois. A passenger train on the Fort Dodge 
& Des Moines Road was blown over near 
Farmersto la., and a number of passen- 
gers inju In Kansas it swept the Cot- 
tonwood and Neosho Valleys, destroying 
property, injaring people, and killing four 
persons near Emporia. Maryville, Mo., felt 
the storm severely. Great damage was dene 
by wind and rain near Bloomington and 
Yorkville, III. 


STANTON, NEB. 

OmAHA, Neb., Oct. 1.—The Republican 
special from Stanton gives a graphic account 
of the damage done by the cyclone. Rail- 
road Agent Avery says that, alarmed by the 
force of the storm, both he and his wife 
arose from bed and partially dressed to 
await the crisis which all seemed in some 
way to have felt was near at hand. Rain 
began to fall more heavily, and the wind in- 
creased to a hurricane. At this time asound 
like the rapid approach of a heavy stock 
train was heard. Mrs. Avery said: “Why, 
there comes a big stock train.” He replied: 
“IT guess not.” The rushing, roaring noise 
passed by the depot swifter than steam could 
drag a train, and was gone in an instant. 
Both then went to a window, from which 
they saw, by the glare of the electric fire, the 
ground in every direction strewn with timber 
débris of all kinds. The air was. still filled 
with flym splinters, which, like arrows, 
penetrated whatever they came in contact 
with. Mr. Avery dressed and ran for a light. 
He ran across the street, and

met his eye. The Central Hotel, a new two- 
story wooden building, was leveled to the 
ground, a mass ‘of shapeless ruins. The 
voices of women screaming and men halloo- 
ing for help were heard, mingled with the 
driving rain, and beyond the wreck of the 
hotel was seen a knot of people in the cor- 
ner of the hotel garden. Goms to them first,

THE WAR ON THE BRIDGES. 

Yesterday there were three bridges so out 
of order that they were impassable to the 
public. Theinterruption of travel was at 
Clark, State, and Lake streets, all of which 
are on the lines of horse-railway travel. The 
amount of teaming driven to Rush street 
bridge was of such a character that it would 
not be surprising if that structure gave way 
under the increased strain and burden. This 
will be the eighth day since State street 
bridge was dislocated and necessarily closed 
to travel, 

It has been evident ever since the adoption 
of the last bridge ordinance that the Masters 
of the steamers, tugs, and sail-vessels in the 
river were intent upon having revenge. It 
has been evident that their purpose has been 
to defeat the enforcement of that ordinance 
by so disabling the bridges that they would 
be closed to public travel and open at all 
times to vessels. The action at Clark street 
bridge on Saturday morning was willful, de- 
liberate, and malicious. The bridge was 
closed, the officers of the vessel were notified, 
and the law forbade the opening of the bridge. 
The attempt to force it was intentional. The 
following report has been submitted by 
Capt. Hathaway from the East Chicago Av- 
enue Police Station: 


Sin: At 6:06 o'clock this morning the steam- 
barge Marine, Capt. Barney Wildes commanding, 
came up the river toward Clark street bridge 
and gavea signal to the bridgetender to open. 
It being after 6 o'clock, the latter thought it was 
his duty to keep the bridge ciused according to 
the ordivance relating to the same, and signaled 
the Captain of the barge that the bridge should 
be kept closed. After the use of some profane 
eloquence the Captain put on more steam and run 
the barge into the north end of the bridge, breaking 
the boits and several crose-beams and disabling 


the bridge. 
The officer then relates how two men in a 


buggy on the bridge were nearly killed, and 
their horse and buggy were flung into the 
river. 

This malicious law-breaker, Wildes, should 
have been promptly arrested and yanked ”’ 
into the calaboose. We are astonished that 
in the face of his crime the police did not 
collar him and take him to the lock-up. 

Why was this plain duty neglected ? The 
steamer should be seized and libeled and 
the malicious Captain should be visited by 
the heaviest penalties of the law. The at- 
tempt to destroy the bridge and drown the 
people on it must not be passed over, but 
punished. 

There can be no apology for this villian- 
ous war on the people’s bridges. Unless the 
city authorities intend to encourage the de- 
struction of all the bridges in the city they 
will put a grip on these reckless rascals 
which will teach them that the city and its 
people have some rights that swearing steam- 
boat Captains are bound to respect. 

A law not enforced carries with it an in- 
vitation to its violation. The three bridges 


yesterday out of order may receive several. 


additions before tomorrow morning. Other 
bridges on the South Branch have been 
knocked out of order in a willful and ma- 
liclous manner at earlier dates, but the war 
seems to be waged at present against those 
on the main river. The destruction of these 
bridges is a serious interruption to business 
and a great public inconvenience and loss, 
The mere cost of repairs to the bridges is a 
trifle compared with the loss to the public re- 
sulting from the interruption to travel and 
traflic. The destruction of one bridge forces 
an undue amount of strainon the other 
bridges, endangering life and property. 
The only protection to the public is in 
the prompt and vigorous prosecution and 
punishment for the violations of the law. 
In this case at Clark street bridge yes- 
terday morning the criminality of the officers 
of the steamer was deliberate and avowed, 
and the failure of the city authorities to 
prosecute the guilty can only be attributed 
by the public to a sympathy and connivance 
on their part with the offending officers of 
the tugs and vessels. There should not bea 
moment’s unnecessary delay in the prosecu- 
tion and punishment of those responsible for 
this assault upon Clark street bridge. 
EASTERN AND WESTERN CITIES. 
There is much to be proud of in nearly al] 
our Western cities; and notably in Chicago, 
the metropolis of the West; but there are 
also many conditions which invite criticism 
from the residents of Eastern cities, and 
compel rather humiliating admissions from 
the residents of the Western cities. The 
Chicagoan in New York or Boston may hold 
his head very high when the talk runs upon 
relative growth of business, increase of 
population, and general progress, because he 
is serene in the consciousness that Chicago 
has no rival either east or west of the 
Allegheny Mountains in the rapidity and 
security of its material development: but 
the same person can scarcely refrain from 
hanging his head when a comparison is in- 
stituted between the relative cleanliness of 
New York or Boston and Chicago. He can- 
not fairly maintain Chicago in this partieular. 
One glance at the streets, the exterior or ip- 
terior of the houses, or at his «Wn hands or 
clothes while in Boston or New York, brings 
to the Chicagoan very unpleasant recollec- 
tions of the dirt and grime which he is 
forced to endare at home.

This co drove sé very near 
complet combustion. little 
smoke is thrown off; and none of the black 
cinders and soot which “fill the air where 
bituminous coal is burned. In New York and 
Boston there fs no temptation to use the soft 
coal, because it is:dearer than the hard coal. 
It is only west Sof the Alleghenies that soft 
coalabounds. MTrere is a limited use of it in 
Philadelphia, and Baltimore is supplied to a 
greater extent from the Cumberland Valley. 
But in New-York atid Boston furnaces of 
all kinds we supplied, and engines of 
all kinds, on steamers and railroads as 
well as in the Targe buildings, are driven by 
powér obtained from the use of hard coal. 
This single circumstance accounts in the 
main for the superior cleanliness of the East- 
ern cities over the Western cities. But this 
difference in the kind of fuel does not con- 
stitgte the entire difference in the degree of 
cleanliness. The older cities of New York 
Boston have agquired greater order and 
cter discipline in the management of con- 
Atuent affairs, The streets are kept in bet- 
ter repair and cleaned more frequently and 
more thoroughly than in Chicago. The 
former communities have progressed to a 
proper consideration of personal comfort and 
sanitary conditions. The police regulations 
are not only more comprehensive, but are 
also more Strictly enforced. Residents of 
those cities cannot with impunity inflict in- 
jury upon the person and property of their 
neighbors. The garbage and refuse matter 
must be and are cleared away. The builder 
of a house is not permitted to occupy 
pretty much the entire street with his work, 
and is required to remove, the waste stuff 
which accumulates. The carried on the 
wheels of vehicles and the droppings from 
the horses are swept away regularly, and 
| hence do not become a part of the dust to be 
whisked about by the wind, More money 
and greater care are expended upon the work 
of maintaining good order and cleanliness. 
The time has come when greater considera- 
tion must be given to the appearance of 
things in Chicago. The liberal expendi- 
ture of money in public works and hand- 
some buildings should no longer be obscured 
by neglect in keeping them in proper order. 
Rapidity in growth should no longer be ac- 
cepted as an excuse for shiftlesness and slov- 
enliness. Chicago is no longer an overgrown 
town; itis a great and rich city.. No people 
can better afford the comfort and satisfaction 
of cleanliness than can the people of Chica- 
go. The natural disatlvantages in the use of 
soft coal can be and must be overcome by 
the scientific combustion of the carbon 
thrown off in the shape of soot and black 
smoke. Devices to accomplish this purpose 
have already been invented, and will be im- 
proved with the demand therefor. There is 
an ordinance declaring smoke a nuisance 
and providing punishment for those who 
commit this nuisance. Thatordinance must 
be enforced, not spasmodically, but regular- 
ly and systematically. Our streets must be 
cleaned more frequently and more thorough- 
ly. Our police regulations must be stricter 
than they have been, and, if necessary, the 
police force must be increased with apecial 
reference to proper inspection. It will be 
necessary to spend more money than hereto- 
fore uvon the special devices for cleaning 
and purifying the city. The people of Chi- 
cago can well afford to sustain additional 
taxation that shall be devoted honestly to 
that end; and the time is not far 
distant when the leading issue in mu- 
nicipal elections will be, as it always 
ought to be, the actual care of the city and 
the promotion of all measures looking to 
public health, decency, and cleanliness. 
Ample return for any increased expenditure 
tor such purpose will be found in the per- 
sonal comfort of the inhabitants and the im- 
proved reputation of the city. Chicago 
should lead all Western cities in the matter 
of cleanliness, as it does in population, 
growth, and business, | 


CIVILIZING INDIANS. 

The arrival in this city of thirty-two Sioux 
Indian girls and boys from the Hampton 
School in Virginia, en route to some of the 
Western Indian agencies, where the experi- 
ment of starting them off in civilized life will 
be made, brings up the Indian question 
afresh, and presents a very interesting phase 
thereof, which, experimental at first, has 
reached at least an encouragingly successful 
temporary resuit. These young savages 
were placed in Hampton only three years 
ago. When they went there they could not 
speak a word of American; they had not 
learned to work; and they understood noth- 
ing of civilized habits. As their instructor 
remarked, “When the Indian youth first 
went to Hampton they didn’t know how to 
wash themselves, dress, or make their beds, 
or get into them when they were made.“ In 
this short period they have learned to speak 
and write American, and have become 
familiar with arithmetic and geography. 
The boys have graduated as carpenters, 
shoemakers, blacksmiths, wheel wrights, etc., 
and the girls have learned to sew, cook, make 
their own clothing, and to carry, on the gen- 
eral work of housekeeping. The most of 
them have also embraced Christianity, and 
allof them were dressed neatly, conducted 
themselves with ease and modest dignity, 
and conversed with more than ordinary in- 
telligence. The great point demonstrated 
by this experiment is, that the Indian can 
learn. More than this, the rapidity with 
which they have acquired our language and 
the rudimentary branches of education, and 
the ease and quickness with which the two 
sexes have adapted themselves to mechan- 
ical pursuits and household duties, show that 
they have adequate abilities and intellectual 
perceptions; and, in short, that they can learn 
anything. So far, therefore, as the question 
of educating the rising generation of in- 
dians is concerned, it may be considered 
settled. They are capable of study and they 
are capable of successfully adapting them- 
selves to civilized trades and pursuits. These 
points are settled, for these children were 
not picked out as smarter than others, but 
represent the average ability of Indian 
youths, 

So far, so good. These Indian youths are 
now going back to their kindred, equipped 
with edueation, implements of industry, and 
religion. What will they do with them? 
How long wil! they remain in sympathy with 
white civilization? How much will they ac- 
complis in inducing the older and untamed 
Indians to give up their wild life and adopt 
the industrial habits of the whites? These 
are the questions that will at once occur to 


any one, and the answers will be eagerly 
looked for. Young tigers can easily be do- 
mesticated if taken when kittens, but it is 
not the usual practice to turn them loose 
among the wild tigers of the jungle again, 
for they are certain te get back into their old 
141 — ly. Is there not the same 

ger these tamed Indians, 
when 2 nences of Hampton 
School and among Aheir own savage rela- 
tives, will drop coat and trousers and get 
back into Breech-clouts and blankets, and, 
instead gf ax. sdb, and hammer, be found 
flo the and scalping-knife ? 

This is the problem yet to be solved. It is 
to be hoped they will not only adhere to 
their new habits, but have some success in 
introducing them their very unprom- 
ising seniors.

6 ‘BLECTHIC RaIL WAYS. 
While the on Of electricity as a 


motive power to railways has not made much 


headway in this country, it has so far ad- 
vanced in Europe as to arouse vem general 
interest, especially throngh the operations of 
Baron Siemens, who recently exhibited his 
electrical tramway near Berlin with such 
success. His cars are one of the most prom- 
inent features of the Paris Electrical Exposi- 
tion, and the Boston Advertiser’s correspond- 
ent sends that paper some very interesting 
statements about their king. The origi- 
nal railway exhibited t the German Exposi- 
tion in 1878 was about 500 yards long, and its 
gage two and a half feet. The locomotive 
was of four and 4 half horse-power, and it 
drew a-train of cars that could only 
carry twenty persons at most. At 
the time of the Exposition Baron 
Siemens proposed to erect an elevated railway 
at his own expense to Berlin. But the Em- 
peror would not allowit. He tried to sub- 
stitute the elevated electrical tramways for 
omnibuses, but the police stopped him. He 
encountered all kinds ot obstacles, until at 
length he found officials who were sufll- 
ciently enlightened to appreciate his work 
and encourage him, and he then suceeeded 
in laying a road in the neighborhood of Ber- 
Un ua mile and a half in length, and the first 
train started at a speed of twenty miles per 
hour, the gage of the road being three feet 
one and a half inches. Fifteen journeys 
are made daily, and freight enough is carried 
to pay the running expenses. When the 
Paris Exposition was announced the Siemens 
house was granted every opportunity. A 
station was built in the Place de la Concorde, 
and the road operates from that point to the 
Palace de l'Industrie. The carriage accom- 
modates forty-six passengers, and runs at 
the rate of fifteen miles an hour, the limit of 
speed allowed in Paris. A report made upon 
the three systems which have been in use con- 
tains the following interesting statements: 


ln the nal model line of 1878 the sending 
current was applied to an elevated middie line 
of rails, brushed on to the motor machine, and 
returned by the wheels of the electric locomo- 
tive, and thence by both sets of rails returned to 
— pary dynamo machine. In the Lich- 
terfeide railway, the positive turrent is con- 
nected with the one line of rails, thence trans- 
mitted by the wheeis on oue side of the 0 
tive ages to the motor machine, and thence 
the return current is ucted by the wheels 
on the opposit side to the other line of rails, and 
so back to the stationary engine. In the Char- 
lottenburg tramway design there are two series, 
one for the outgoing and one for the return cur- 
rent, and cont is made by two wires at- 
tached between the tram-car and two mov- 
ing pulleys, one on each side. One of these 
supplies the motor machine fitted to the car- 
riage, the other conveys the return cur- 
„ In Paris two copper tubes of in- 
verted q sections are placed side by side, 
with a wooden insulation between them. These, 
covered by a protecting hood of insulat 
material, are supported by strong wires attach 
to wood posts at short intervals. Within each 
tube a metal roller runs freely, and is attached 
through the longitudinal opening of the tube to 
a small metal external carriage. From each of 
these traveling — 1 u wirt vonductor is 
connected toa metal r projecting from the 
side of the tram-car. Oue wire conveys the cur- 
rent tothe motor-machine Otted beneath the 
tram-carriage itself; the other conveys away 
the return current. AS soon as the current 
passes to the motor the tram-car begins to 
move, and as fast as it moves it pulls along the 
tubes with it—tme two little travelers which 
make the electrical coonection. The means are 
simpie, and they work admirably. 


American skill thus far has not been ap- 
plied to the solution of the problem of loco- 
motion by electricity. It has devoted it- 
self more largely to the electric light, the 
telephone, and telegraph, but the success of 
the Baron Siemens with his electrical tram- 
ways will undoubtedly enlist the attention 
of such men as Bell, Gray, and Edison, and 
it will be very remarkable if they do not 
seize upon the idea and carr@it forward to a 
practical success. Whether it can compéte 
with steam seems very questionable, but in 
these days of electrical wonders it is not safe 
to assume the negative of any point where 
this subtle fluid is concerned. It is the 
safest way to take it for granted that it is the 
great force of the universe, which can ac- 
complish anything. 


SELFISHN E88. 

Selfishness is the harsh title given to pru- 
dence, The literature of all the ages is full 
of maxims in honor of selfishness. Said the 
Dauphin to the French King: ‘“ Seif-love, 
my liege, is not so vile a sin as self-neglect- 
lng. Said Herbert, 250 years ago, Help 
thyself and God will help thee,” and Fran 
lin repeated the sentiment in a hundr 
forms, and prudent parents instilied it into 
the minds of their chilnren from the pages 
of Poor Richard’s Almanack. “‘ Self-preserva- 
tion is the first law of nature, cries prudence, 
and Mr. Darwin comes to the support of this 
theory with his doctrine of the survival of 
the fittest. “ A penny saved is as good as a 
penny earned,” says Poor Richard, and the 
grasping Yankee stretches the maxim a 
point in saying to his son: Make money. 
honestly if you can, but make money; and 
Pollok notes this expansion of the prudent 
idea: 

With one hand he put 


A penny in the ura of povert 
And with the other took a shi ling out. 


The boy is taught that every man is the 
architect of his own fortune“; that every 
tub must stand on its own bottom“; tha’, in 
the race of life, “the devil takes the hind- 
most“; that he must look to the “main 
chance.” Not much is d to him of the 
famous dispatch of Francis I. to his mother 
from the camp near Pavia: “ Allis lost save 
honor’’; or of the aphorism, ‘“* The blood of 
the martyrs is the seed of the Church” or 
that the half is more than the whole”: or 
about the glory of dying in the last ditch.” 
These latter fine sayings are embalmed in 
literature as relics of a heroic age, but an 
age somewhat out of date—the poetic age— 
whicn ill accords with the age of steam and 
telegraphy. 

The phrase which Napoleon the First ap- 
propriated and of which he was so fond 
“God always favors the strongest bat- 
talions ’’—best fits and expresses the spirit of 
the age in which we live. As Emerson ex- 


presses it: “God has granted,” says the Ro- 


ran, “to every people a prophet in its own 
tongue.” “Paris, and London, and New 
York, the spirit of commerce, of money, and 
material power, were also to have their 
prophet; and Bonaparte was qualified and 
sent.” And what is this spirit of commerce— 
of money, but a remorseless force? It rep- 
resents a contest for supremacy in which 
the most atrocious, the most persistent, the 
most unstrupulous alone survive. Napo- 
leon saw only the end to be attained—power ; 
and he wrought to that end without scruple 
as to the means employed. He was the very 
incarnation of selfishness. And the greed of 
power which actuated him and consumed 
every generous impulse of his nature is the 
cuiding spirit of the age which he ushered lu. 
“Keep what you’ve gut and cateh what 
you can” is in the heart, if not on the 
tongue, of the men who are struggling for 
mastery in the material world. It is in the 
heart of the railway magnate, of the tele- 
graph monopolist, of the great merchant, 
of the colossal manufacturer. He can be- 
come great only by absorbing the little 
schemes by which he is surrounded. An 


essential condition of his progress towards 


gianthood is the crushing ont of little things. 
„NIN 
order grind grists and 
taketollofalimankind, 

Napoleon had a hand of iron, and be laid 
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it heavily on all who opposed him. If it 
becaine necessary to imprison his enemies, 
he imprisoned them; if it became necessary 
to kill them, he let the ax fall. But he did 
not call these acts of oppression crimes, 
„They charge me,” he said, “ with the com- 
mission of great crimes: men of my stamp 
do not commit erimes ! lle attributed his 
elevation to the peculiarity of the times. 1 
have always marched with the opinion of 
great masses and with events,“ he exclaimed 
with the natvete of a butcher unconscious 
of the blood on bis eruel hands. Old-fash- 
ioned codes of morals were for those who 
opposed his plans, notfor him. Thus Na- 
poleon made a god of selfishness. Is it ma- 
terially different with the modern spirit of 
commerce—of money? It grasps for the 
empire of the world, not by the slow 
processes of labor, but by the aid of 
legislation, by intrigue, by distorting 
statutes, by combinations of the strong 
against the weak. Nor are these acts crimes 
to their apprehension more than the shed- 
ding of innocent blood was a crime to Napo- 
leon. They attribute their great gains to 
“the peculiarity of times”; they march 
“with the opinion of great masses, and 
with events.“ 

This is the misery of the situation that the 
spirit ef selfishness has become universal. 
It has silenced the moral code and put a seal 
upon the lips of publie sentiment. There is 
no longer anybody to protest, for all man- 
kind is engaged in the struggle—the strug- 
gle of greed to absorb without limit and 
without scruple. 

Thus Emerson describes Napoleon: “He 
knew what to do, and he flew to his mark. 
He would shorten a straight line to come to 
his object. Horrible anecdotes may no, doubt 
be collected from his history of the price at 
which he bought his successes; but he must 
not therefore be set down as cruel, but as 
one who knew no impediment to his will; 
not bloodthirsty, not cruel, but wo to what 
thing or person stood in his way! Not bliood- 
thirsty, but not sparing of blood—and piti- 
less. He saw only the object: the obstacle 
must give way. ‘Sire, Gen. Clarke cannot 
combine with Gen. Junot for the dreadful 
fire of the Austrian battery.“ Let him carry 
the battery.’ ‘Sire, every regiment that 
approaches the heavy artillery is sacri- 
ficed. Sire, what orders?’ ‘Forward, for- 
ward!“ This is the precise way in which 
the magnates of steam and electricity capture 
railway and telegraph companies; and when 
the smoke of the battle in stocks clears away 
the community feels the heel of the monopo- 
list on its neck. 

The modern world is full of Napoleons, 
and they are fast conquering mankind. They 
know what to do, and they fly to their mark. 
They are not cruel, only pitiless—selfish. 
They are absorbing the property of the coun- 
try in detail, as Napoleon destroyed the 
armies of his enemies, They recast the map 
ot the world of commerce as occasion re- 
quires, as Napoleon did, and hold courts 
composed of those who were lately kings be- 
cause independent, but who now bend the 
knee because dependent. 

This selfishness is not less colossal than 
that of Napoleon, ana breeds a selfishness 
not less mean than that which distinguished 
the later years of the reign of the great 
French Emperor when his sycophantic de- 
pendents intrigued against him and deserted 
his cause. 
moral laws. The end of selfishness is dis- 
aster, hopeless and irremediable. It is as 
dangerous to attempt to rise above moral 
laws as to fall beiow them; in the one case 
they undermine and in the other they crush. 
“The half is,” after all, more than the 
whole,” for the half may be retained, but the 
whole is sure to slip from the fingers of 


graspmg avarice. 


A DENVER dispatch announced a few days 
ago that the Earl of Airlie, while stopping at the 
Windsor Hotel in that city, had died suddenly of 
congestive chills. Lord Airlie had visited this 
country several times; the first time in 1567, 
when he made a trip as guest of Perry H. Smith 
and in company with a large Chicago party over 
the Union Pacific Railway as far it was then 
completed, which was nearly to Cheyenne. Last 
year, accompanied by one of bis daughters, he 
made another visit to America and spent a 
couple of months in Colorado, where he pur- 
chased a large sheep ranch (some 30,000 acres) 
for one of his sons, whom he placed on it. The 
young man’s health bad not been good, and the 
father thought that the clear, pure, bracing air 
of Colorado would be just the thing for him. 
This summer the deceased Earl, in company 
with his oldest son and hereditary heir, Lord 
Ogilvy, made another visit to this country. Lord 
Airlie visited the Tennessee colony, and then 
traveled to Colorado to inspect the estate of 30,000 
acres he had previously purchased there. On bis 
return to Rugland last yeur be published a series 
of papers in the Nineteenth Century on the agri- 
cultural resources of our Western country. The 
Eari of Airlie is one of the largest landboiders in 
Scotland, possessing in Fortarshire 65,000 acres, 
of an annual rental reported to be $108,000. He 
was born in 1826, and, succeeding his father in 
1849, was elected a representative peer for Scot- 
land. He wasaiso Lord High Commissioner to 
the Kirk of Scotland. In politics he was a stanch 
Liberal, but he did not like the Irish Land bill 
on account of the effect it might dave oa the 
Scotch tenants. By his wife, a sister of the pres- 
ent Lord Stanley, of Alderley, be leaves two 
sons and four daughters. He is succeeded in 
his titles and estates by his son, Lord Ogilvy, an 
officer in the Tenth Hussars, whose name was 
made familiar to American ears some three or 
four years ago by an audacious imposter who 
personated him in this country while be was 
serving with his regiment in Northern India. 
The young Earl was bora in 1866, and is unwar- 
ried.

Day before yesterday the Lake street bridge 
was badly demoralized and unfitted for serv- 


ice in consequence of a collision with a. 


steamboat, and yesterday the Cla.k street 
bridge came in for a dose of the same kind. 
In this second case, however, there is strong 
evidence that the damage was the result of 
pure cussedness, and the damage, too, not 
only includes that done to the bride, but also 
includes a wrecked buggy and an injured 
horse, while a loss of life was only narrowly 


avoided. 

As every marine man well knows or ought 
to know, there is an ordinance which re- 
quires that the bridges shall be kept closed 
to river traffic between the hours of 6 and 7 
o’clock in the morning in order that the great 
tide of humanity which daily poyrs down- 
town to labor about this time need not be in- 
terrupted by “open bridges.” At ten min- 
utes past 6 o’clock yesterday morning the 
steam-barge Maine appeared at the north 
draw of the Clark street bridge, headed west, 
and blew her whistle for the bridge to open. 
The regular bridgetender, Louls Ba- 
der, was not there at the time, 
but his assistant, Chris Dreuchton, was on 
duty, and he called out to Capt. Wildes, of 
the Maine, that it was too late to open, and 
that the steamer would have to wait until 7 
o'clock. To this, as the bridgetender tells 
the story, Capt. Wildes responded, “ Open 
her up anyway,” and, after a refusal had 
again been given him, “If you won’t open 
her 1 will.” 

“I can’t do it,” persisted Dreuchton; m 
orders are piain, and you will have to wait.”

OTHER COLLISIONS. 

Only a few days ago Tun Trisune told 
how Halsted street bridge was nearly knock- 
ed into the river by the propeller Starucca. 
Soon after that it mentioned the demolition 
of State street bridge, as a result of which it 
is still open. Then came the accident at 
Lake street bridge, and now comes this dis- 
aster to the Clark street structure—one of 
the most traveled in the entire city. 
Tomorrow it will probably tell how 
some vessel has run into and upset 
Wells street bridge. All these accidents in- 
dicate two. things, the devilish malignancy 
of the vessel-men and the imbecility or stu- 
pidity of the city authorities. The temper of 
the vessel-men is very well known. It will 
be remembered, how, when the ordinance 
n for closing the bridges from 6 to 7 
n the morning, and from half-past 5 to half- 
past 6 in the evening, became a law, they an- 
nounced their intention of disregarding it, 
and said they would run their vessels plump 
into the bridges in case an attempt was made 
to keep them shut. This threat they appear 
to have carried out pretty effectually 
at Lake and Clark streets. The trouble 
with these people is that, owing to long 
years of tolerance on the part of the people, 
they have come to believe they are lords 
paramount ot the Chicago River; that they, 
a few thousand in number, are to have every- 
thing their own way, while the citizens gen- 
erally, several hundred thousand in number 
are to be annoyed, and inconvenienced. 
tormented simply for their aceommodation. 
It takes more trouble to discipline and kee 
in order this little band of lawless vessel, 
men than it does to control the entire crim- 
inal affairs of Chicago. It is a wonder that 
the peovle have stood this so long, and that 
they have not risen before now and cleaned 
out the whole set. It takes very little to stir 
into activity the irritation of tens of thou- 
sands of people who are detained from their 
homes or their business 

THROUGH THE CRIMINAL LAWLESNESS 
of these fellows, and when indignation of 
this sort does get aroused it is apt to be pretty 
strong and thorough in its manifestation. 

But, while the conduct of these vessel-men 
is deserving of all denunciation, that of the 
city authorities is equally blameworthy. It 
was and is in their power to stop this thing. 
It is their duty, the moment a vessel runs 
into a bridge, first to arrest the Captain, en- 

ineer, the crew, and every person on board 

vessel, have them brought to the Police 
Court, have them fined severely, have their 
cases followed up sharply if they take an ap- 
peal, have them sent to the Bridewell if 
they haven’t the money, squeeze the fine out 
of them if they have it by every process 
known to — law, libel their vessels for the 
damage dOne, tie them up to the docks, cut 
short their voyages, br up their charter 
parties, destroy their trade, force them t 
give beavy and burdensome bende -teacit 
them, in a word, that the lives, the property, 
and the comfort of hundreds of thousands 
of ple are not tobe interfered with for 
their convenience or for their insane whims. 
A li application of this sort of justice 
would very soon bring them to terms, and 
these > would find that they arein the 
minority, that they are subject, like othe 
to the law, and that, while y are allowe 
the use of their own property and are allowed 
to transact their own business, they must not 
do it in such a way as to interfere with others. 

This used to be the way of managing things 
in other days and in other administrations. 
Then the vesselmen tried to run rampant, 
and to shove their way down the river re- 
gardiess of bridges and regardless of the 
rights of their fellow-citizens; but they were 
brought to task forit sharply. They found 
what it was to dance attendance at the Police 
Courts, to give heavy bonds, to be beset by 
vexatious suits, and y stopped and found 
that, on the whole, they could transact.their 
business 

WITHOUT BECOMING A PUBLIC NUISANCE. 
But other administrations came, with greater 
promises, perhaps, but poorer performance, 
and these vesselmen have again conceived 
the idea that they are the owuers of the city. 
But the moment that the present Adminis- 
tration uses the means which the law puts 
in its hands, the moment it begins to enforce 
the law, then the nuisance will cease again. 

The present law, however, is grossly in- 
adequate. Take a case like that of yester- 
day. Clark street bridge was damaged to 
the extent of afew hundred dollars, and a 
buggy was broken. For these things the 
vessel is responsible, and will doubtless be 
made to pay. But damage was done 
yom that. Seventy-five thousand people 
ive on the North Side.

The North Side Street Rail- 
way Company was a heavy loser yesterday, 
owing to this broken bridge. The steamer 
ought to pay its damages also. If this were 
once done, and if all the damages, contingent, 
inferential, and remote, were heaped upon 
the steamer, probably it would be the last 
time that the Captain of that particular craft 
would try to force his way up or down 
stream in violation of the laws of the city. 
Mayor Harrison seems. to be oblivious of 
his duty and ignorantof the law, This is 
not the first time Tur TRIBUNE will instruct 
him in both. His duty is to give immediate 
directions for the arrest of everybody on that 
steamer, for the prompt trial of every one, 
for the immediate libeling of the vessel, for 
the swift collection of all the damages done, 
for the punishment of the offenders by every 
means in his power, and for a declaration on

The English press appears now to have 
reconciled itself to the new Administration 
at Washington. The Standard has not 
again attempted to frighten timid people in 
the rural districts by the story that Gen. Ar- 
thur is in league with the Fenians and that 
his accession to power bodes disaster to 
this country, that in fact the Irish wolf- 
hound, as Mr. Dillon said, will now come 
bounding over the Atlantic. Many Ameri- 
cans here who know Gen. Arthur have 
helped to disperse the false prejudices 
against him, all of which had their origin in 
New York, and may be traced partly to 
Gen. Arthur’s determined efforts while Col- 
lector to punish certain importers who had 
defrauded the Government. These import- 
ers had friends and allies who made a war of 
revenge upon him, and the English papers 
saw the attacks without knowing anything of 

THE ANTECEDENT CIRCUMSTANCES.

Warsaw, Oct. 1.—The Herald’s special 
says: Extraordinary measures are being 
taken here, in anticipation of the coming im- 
perial interview, to insure the safety of the 
Czar. For the ‘last fortnight officials have 
been employed in finding out the names of 
all the inhabitants who have resided in the 
town less than six months. All new comers 
are closely watched, and in several of the 
smaller hotels travelers have had their lug- 
gage searched by the police. The streets 
are patrolled day and night by mounted 
troops. Thirty thousand wen of all arms are 
camping outside the town. Governor-General 
Albedinsky has left his quarters at the 
fortress to live in the palace of Lazinski, 
where the imperial residence is being pre- 
pared for the reception of the Czar. Gen. 
Opjewski, of the gendarmes, has just arrived 
from St. Petersburg. He has distributed 
new uniforms to all his men. All the 
squares of the town are being hurriedly 
cleared, and the public monuments, which 
were in a bad condition, are being repaired.

NOT TO LET THEIR BEST ROOMS, 
as strangers of distinction are expected.

FRANCE. 
THE COMMUNE AT HOME AGAIN. 

PARIS, Oct. L.—A scene of the most dra- 
matic character occurred last night at the 
Elysée, on Montmartre. Charles Lullier, a 
returned convict, had been summoned by 
the Revolutionary Committee to defend him- 
self against the charga of having, in 1871, 
on several occasions betrayed the cause of 
the Commune. His chief accuser was au 
ex-Communist named Malon, with whom, it 
may be remembered, Lullier lately had a 
violent public altercation. Three thousand 
people, among them Lissagaray and many 
other men prominent in the insurrection 
of 1871, were present. Tony Revillion 
presided. Malone being obliged to leave 
last night for Switzerland, the charges 
were sustained with most dumning proofs by 
Lissagaray. A friend of Lullier attempted 
to speak in his defense, but could not geta 
hearing. Lullier himself, pale, haggard, but 
defiant, then arose, ahd, amidst the furious 
yells and insults of the crowd, protested that 
he never betrayed the Commune, for he 
never pretended to serve it. The rest of his 
speech was drowned in indignant shouts, 
which made it almost impossible to hear 
what was being said. At 1 o’clock in the 
morning a resolution was carried, with only 
one dissenting voice, branding Lullier as a 
traitor, and the meeting dispersed. Lullier. 
who for a time seemed to be in absolute 
bodily peril, was charitably hustled out by a 
back door, pursued by hisses and the savage 
threats of his erstwhile friends. The whole 
affair reminded one of an incident in the 
French revolution. 

A SEARCHING INVESTIGATION. 

Lonpon, Oct. 1.—A Paris correspondent 
says: All the charges against Gambetta and 
others, that the Tunisian expedition was ar- 
ranged for stock-jobbing purposes, will be 
made the subject of a searching investiga- 
tion in the criminal prosecution about to be 
instituted before the Paris Court Assize by 
Roustan, French Minister to Tunis, against 
Henri Rochefort. The correspondent says 
the charges against Gambetta and Roustan 
are silly fabrications. 

THE OCCUPATION OF TUNIS. 

St. Hilaire, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
scouts the idea of the permanent occupation 
or annexation of Tunis, and regards the 
capture of Kairwan as bound toend the Arab 
agitation.

$10,000 IN BONDS STOLEN.

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 1.—A most audacious 
and successful bank-robbery was committed 
at the National Lafayette & Bank of Com- 
merce, on Third street, this city, between 10 
and 11 o’clock this morning. A package of 
$10,000 was stolen before the very eyes of the 
owner and in the presence of the President 
of the bank. ‘The facts in brief are as fol- 
lows: Mr. S. II. Burton, of Clifton, a well- 
known ex-State Senator and one of Cin- 
cinnati’s solid citizens, went inte the 
bank about 10 o’clock this morning 
for the purpose of cutting the 
coupons from his Government bonds, 
a quantity of which were deposited in Safety 
Deposit Company’s vaults beneath the bank.

THE LAKE SHORE LINE.

New York, Oct. 1.—The recent action of 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Rail- 
way Company in giving notice to the South 
Shore Fast Line that after ninety days the 
cars of the latter will not be allowed to pass 
over their road has added to the present 
railway complications. Mr. Edwin D. Wor- 
cester, Treasurer of the Lake Shore Line, 
says that Mr. Vanderbilt’s position on the 
question is eorrect with regard to the per- 
fect right of the Lake Shore Road to with- 
draw, and as this actiop on its part cannot 
be said seriously injure any one 
the motives of the road should certainly 
not be questioned on account. There 
was not the least liability of any of the other 
roads concerned in the South Shore com- 
pact being killed off. The Lake Shore Road 
had enough fast freight connections to give 
it all the business it coula convenient! 
handie. The trouble between the Sout

a great amoent of contfoversy on the

ors of which are largely interested in the 
South Shore Line. It is asserted that this 
fast-freight line paid last year tothe Lake 
Shore Koad so larzeasum of money for 
AN freight, a sum which will be don- 
led this year, that the Red and White Lines 
and the Merchants’ Dispatch, all controlled 
by the opponents of the South Shore Line, 
have long sought to get the business,

The Secretary Congratulates the So- 
ciety on Its Growth. 


A General Platform in Favor of the ‘‘ Moral 
_ Emancipation of Ban and Woman.” 


The Liberal League resumed its session in 
Hershey Hall at 10 o’clock yesterday morp- 
ing, Mr. Elizur Wright, of Boston, in 
the chair. In his opening address Mr. 
Wright brought before the League the sub- 
ject of tree-culture and the protection of 
forests. He pointed out the climatic changes 
which have followed the development of 
forest-planting in the West, and asked the 
League to consider the matter and before 
adjournment pass fesolutions in reference 
to it. 

Secretary Leland read a long paper with 
regard to tue prospects of the League. Last 
year the outlook was very gloomy, but it was 
not dead. The defection consequent upon 
the split of last year had not hurt the League 
after all. There had been an increase of 
fifteen auxiliary societies, 106 annual and 
twelve life memberships during the year. 
Twice as much money had been received in- 
to the Treasury as during any previous year. 
A League paper had been started and had 
done some good service to the cause, being 
confined strictly to League movements, re- 
ports, and affairs. The Secretary estimated 
that there were about fifty active auxiliaries, 
125 local organizations meeting occasionally 
and reporting from time to the National 
Secretary, and fifty which made no reporis 
at all, and were in a state of total inactivity. 
Mr. Abbott, founder of the League, held his 
first congress in Rochester in 1877, with 
eighteen local auxiliaries. At Syracuse, in 
1878, there were sixty-four local societies, 
and now the National League is at least 
twice as strong as it was in that year. Mr. Un- 
derwood,editor pro tem. of the Free Religious 
Inder. had pronounced the League a 
“wreek,” but it was an uncommonly lively 
wreck. It was only a 5-year-old child, and

—5 1 should not be denounced as 
wrecks. use they had not yet learned to 
walk. A good start had been made, and 
there was a fine seed-bed in which to plant 
more Liberalism and outof which to grow 
more auxiliaries. Individual Liberals were 
multiplying every day, and if the members 
would only hold together and induce others 
to join the League would yet do 
works worthy of it. The speaker was 
strongly in favor of organization, and if the 
League wanted him for that, and would fur- 
nish the treasury with sufficient funds he 
was with them. It must be run on business 
principles, and would pay good dividends 
notin cash, but in power, character, and 
standing, in the diffusion of truth and 
science, and in 4 full and complete separation 
of Church and State down to the last vestige 
of their umbilical cohesion. 

Mr. T. B. Wakeman, Treasurer of the 
League, presented his report, showing that 
the receipts for the year were $902.64, and 
the expenses for the same period $1,191.82, 
leaving a balance of $289.18 due the Treas- 
The report was adopted. 
The Committee on Nominations reported 
the following names: For President, T. B. 
Wakeman of New York; Secretary, T. C. 
Leland of New York; Treasurer, Cortland 
Palmer of New York: Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, George Lynn of Illinois; 
Chairman of Finance Committee, Mrs. II. 8. 
Lake of California. The report was ap- 
proved, and the officers elected as recom- 

ended. It was sta that Mr. Elizur 

‘right had been éarnestly solicited to allow 
his name to be used once more, but his in- 
creasing years and infirmities prevented him 
from accepting the office. he listof Vice- 
Presidents was read and amendments made by 
the substitution of names here and there, 
one Vice-President being selected from each 
State. Some verbal amendations were rec- 
ommended to be made in the constitution, 
and the report on that subject was made the 
special order for the afternoon. 

AT THE AFTERNOON SESSION 

it was decided to hold the next 1 of 
the League at St. Louis, that benighted 
town being the only one which extended an 
invitation to the crowd. Two or three rep- 
resentatives of the Future Great spoke to 
the motion, and complained bitterly of the 
fact that the Chicago press had given truth- 
ful reports of the League meetings, thereby 
rendering the crowd ridiculous. 

Consideration of the proposed amendments 
to the constitution gave rise toa great deal 
or trouble. It had been suggested that there 
should be four or five different classes of 
membership, including annual, life, fellow- 
ship, eounseiorship, and other brands, some 
having more rights than others. A delegate 
made a violent attack upon the scheme, say- 
ing that it was utterly opposed to the princi- 
ples of Liberalism. 

The Secretary said the scheme was de- 
signed simply to bring cash into the treasury 
of the League. 

Mrs. Severance said if they were going to 
sacrifice fundamental principles in order to 
secure funds, the League had better die 
right away. The lady was loudly applauded, 
ang the proposed amendments were 
“downed” by a large majority. 

Mr. W. W. Hall, of St. Johns, III., spoke 
in favor of secularist Sunday-schools, say- 
ing that if they could do no good with the 
children, they could at least prevent them 
from learning the harmful. doctrines of 
Christianity. He wanted the League to sup- 
port their popes, the Man, and to assist as 
— 5 possible in the propagandism of infi- 

Next in order came the report of 
the Committee on Resolutions. They set 
forth that the objects of the National Liberal 
League were to totally separate Church and 
State, to advocate the equitable taxation of 
church property, the total discontinuance of 
religious instruction and worship in the pub- 
lie schools, the repeal of all Sunday laws, the 
‘“*abolisien ” (sic) of all State-paid Chaplains,

for oaths in all courts, and the prohibition of 
public fasts and days of praver appointed by 
Executive authority. Further, the League 
wanted the formation of auxil- 
iar clubs and everything which 
looked to the “moral emancipation of 
man and woman,” including the establish- 
ment of a liberal lecture bureau. The 
committee affirmed that the time was not 
ripe for decided political action, and pro- 
nounced in favor of the movement to pay a 
„gallery“ (sic) to the Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. This would take $5,000 
and the committee thought the 250 local 
leagues should be called on for $20 each to 
meet the bill. The committee pronounced 
further that the seceders of last year should 
be allowed to return to the fold without be- 
ing asked to bow to the will of the majority. 

A dozen speakers jumped to their feet at 
the moment the reading of the resolutions 
was concluded. Some howled for a fight, 
and declared that the Ingersollian gang 
should craw! on their bellies in order to get 
back into League. Others held (the 
names of none of them were announced) 
that the door should be opened wide and 
the stragglers brought back into the fold, 
without tests or qualifications of any kind.

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STATE STREET. 


Progress of the Cable Railway. 

The heavy rains of the past week have inter- 
fered somewhat with the progress of the work 
on the State street cable road, but considerable 
has been accomplished since last Saturday. 
From Harrison street south to Nineteenth street 
there is a continuous line of completed road, 
unbroken by any gaps, and ready for the cars. 
The city has completed the cedar biock pave- 
ment to Thirteenth street, and will push on 
south. From Thirty-frst street south another 
gang of men are at work laying the cedar 
block pavement. 

The space between the tracks is being paved 
with granit blocks from Harrison to Congress 
streets, and the track is ready for the pavers to 
a point about 200 feet south of Van Buren 
street. From here toa point half way between 
Jackson and Van Buren streets concrete 
filling is being put in, and the concrete mixer 
is on the tracks just south of Van Buren street. 
The iron yokes are being pat in place to Jack- 
son street, and ground is broken as tär north 
as Adams street. It is thought probable that 
Madison street will be reached by next Satar- 
var | night. 

t Archer avenue the excavation for the 
transfer machinery is being walled up with solid 
masonry, and will be ready for the machinery 
in a few days. From this excavation to the 
second concrete -mixer, which is just north of 
Twentieth street, the granit blocas are being 
laid, also from the mixer south to the excava- 
tion in front of the engine-house. The chan- 
nels for the tracks are being cut from enty- 
firet to Twenty-second streets. Just south of 
Twenty-second street the new concrete mixer 
has been placed on the west track, and the iron 
yokes are being put in place on that 
track to Twenty-fourth street. The 
State street care run on the 
east track from Twenty- second to Twenty- 
fourth streets, where they switch onto the west 
track. The cable road south of Twenty-second 
street will be 2 in this way, and the 
State street cars will continue running on State 
street south of Twenty-seceond street while one 
track at a time is being completed. 

But little work has beeu done at the engine- 
house during the week, as there is nothing to do 
until the tracks are in order. About ali of the 
machinery bas arrived, and will be put in place 
as s00n as the road is in readiness.

LAND-TENURE SOUTH. 


The Free€dmen Becoming Tenant 
Farmers—The Present Subdivision of 
Large Plantations in the South. 
Wasmineron, D. C., 

months ago there a 
magazine an account of certain effects which 
emancipation had produced upon one South- 
ern plantation. Under slavery the land was, 
of course, all farmed by the owner, the ne- 
groes who performed the labor being all 
housed in the quarters—a group of cabins 
situated not far gway from the master’s 
mansion. At present the same plantation 
is divided into numerous parts, on each of 
which isa little house or cabin, occupied 
by anegro with his family. The negroes 
are, for the most part, persons who were on 
the plantation before the War, together 
with their descendants; but, whereas they 
were then slaves, they are now, in a small 
way, tenant farmers, renting lana from their 
old master and, in a majority of cases, pay- 
ing him in shares of the produce. A similar 
change has taken place upon a large number 
of plantations, it was to be expected that 
the census statistics on the number of farms 
would, even were there no other cause than 
this, show a large inerease in the number of 
farms in the 4 slave States. ‘The statistics 
on this subject for Alabama, Arkansas, Del- 
aware, Florida, Georgia, and South Carolina 
are now ready, and in three of these States 
South Carolina, Georgia, and Alabama—the 
effect of the process under consideration, to- 
gether with other forms ot the subdivision 
of large plantations, is very marked. The

The October Corn Deal— Why the Grain Does Not 
Go Forward. 


On the Board of Trade yesterday the sus- 
pension of the brokers for the Cincinnati 


artful dodgers was the leading subject of 


conversation. The firm did not receive their 
long-expected remittances from Cincinnati, 
but appeared to be quite confident that they 
would in a short time. The delay caused a 
good deal of anxiety. The trades with the 
suspended house were closed up in accord- 
ance with their instructions. No one seemed 
to know how big a sum of money is 
Involved in the losses, which are 
lmobably not so large as some estimates, but 
quite enough—probably $125,000: The grain 
markets advanced, and wheat subsequently 
weakened. ‘The corn deal is looming up on 
the horizon as the coming event.

He was not prepared to state the 
magnitude of the trade nor the losses, but 
the transactions and the August profits of the 
“tailers” had been vastly exaggerated from 
the first, as would be shown in the end. 
The late trouble started the other day 
when the wheat market jumped up five or 
six cents on the Call Board. Up to that time 
the brokers were amply secured. Mr. Pres- 
ton said he felt very grateful to the Board of 
Trade people for the sympathy expressed 
for his firm, and for the way prominent firms 

worked to steady the market and pre- 
toe a re rise while the wheat was 

ught in. 
Mr. Preston has been in business on the 
for nearly twenty years, and has never 
before met with disaster. Mr. Melleury sus- 
pended about two years ago, and paid up 
dollar for dollar. The last payments were 
made, it is said, only a short time ago. Both 
were credited with having made handsome 
Sums as brokers in the August wheat deal, 
and it was generally admitted that they 
earned their money.

WHY THE ELEVATORS ARE FULL. 

The story goes that the glut of produce in 
the elevators and the present war of the 
Eastern trunk lines are very intimately con- 
nected—su much so that one will not end 
until the other does, and neither will come 
toaconclusion until the season of naviga- 
tion is ended; all of which, if true, promises 
that the war will not be over until into 
November. According to the statements of a 
gentleman who has excellent means of in- 
formation, the principal object, so far as the 
railroads are concerned, is to keep the eleva- 
tors full until navigation is over, when, all 
the stuff now stored here will necessarily 
have to be carried by them. Then they will 
find cars enough. Then they will be able to 
furnish facilities for transporting everything 
which is in the Chicago elevators. 

NOTES.

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CLIMBING SCHECKHORN. 


A Graphic Description of a Dangerous 
Ascent of a Swiss Mountain. 

We determined to try next the Schreck- 
horn, the peak of terror. The great mount- 
ain was at first moody and would have noth- 
ing to do with us. We had a steep climb to 
the Schwarzegg hut by the rocks on the left 
side of the upper glacier (for the ice was in 
such bad order that we could not use it), 
past the place where twenty years ago 
a chamois-hunter was killed in an avalanche, 
and where a bit of his waistcoat still remains | 
between two great stones—one of which was 

when he was 
found; past 


for,as our guide Almer said, “ Here come 
not many people.” Then for hours there 
was a steady patter of rain on the root, 
which later in the night turned to snow, 
and in the morning it lay thick before 
the door, and there was nothing for 
us but to go back. It made the return 
journey by the rocks troublesome; it was only 
here and there that the blue of late gentians 
could be seen; but the edelweiss with its 
larger stem showed gray on the white cover- 
ing. And then for nearly a fortnight we 
could do nothing: the snow came lower 
lower, whitening the Scheidecks, and at last 
weighing down the branches of the firs 
quite low on the Eiger. So we had to stop, 
rest less, at the pleasant Bear.“ tormenting 
the lives of the numerous Mr. Bosses by 
question about the weather, and finding con- 
solation only in the conduct and sweet be- 
havior of their admirable monkey. It seemed 
as if the winter was — coming on, and 
that the Schreckhorn would be unapproach- 
able for another year; for furious winds as 
well as snow were at work on the high 
and sometimes the Wetterhorn was wrap 

in one great sheet of white with no rock 
visible. 

We stayed on however hoping, till we who 
had arrived when nearly a hundred people 
sat down to dinner, were left almost alone 
at the Bear —almost alone, in fact, in 
Grindelwald, and th began to look very 
black indeed. Then y brightened. After 
a succession of fine days, sandwiched in be- 
tween two wet ones, the weather got better, 
and—just before October—we started again. 

The snow couloirs which lead up to the 
final aréte of the Schreckhorn are exceed- 
ing steep. We had examined them with much 
interest from the Finsteraarhorn with a good 
glass, and from that point they appear — 
pendicular, though they are not quite so 
as that. The mountain is—especially after 
fresh snow—subject to avalanches, and is also 
in the habit of sending down showers of 
stones. For some immense period—in fact 
ever since its formation—a mass of hard red 
rock has existed near the summit. The 
suns of thousands of summers, the frost, and 
snow, and rain of thousands of winters, have 
acted upon it and its surroundings seemingly 
to little purpose. But they have done their 
work, and it has one day to leave its resting- 
place and make its first and last journey—a 
wild one it will be—down to the glacier be- 
low. In a very few seconds it acquires a 
terrible impetus. It strikes a rock, and long 
before the sound of the smash reaches the 
ear the eye sees the solid block part into 
thousands of pieces while they as they hurry 
on pick up and carry with them all loose 
fragments which they may happen to touch; 
80 the disturbance which began in the 
fall of one great mass at the top spreads out 
into a ia fan of flying devastation, and 
ends 3,000 or 4,000 feet below on the glacier. 
The swail bits sink into the snow at once; 
the larger—unless they be very large—dis- 
appear later; and soon there is no sign 
left, unless it be the bruised mountain-side, 
ofthe exercise of a power capable of sweep- 
ing away a regiment. Such a fall is best seen 
ata distance. Another kind of stone ava, 
lanche is caused by the slipping of a mass of 
loose débris. The noise made by this has a 
particularly harsh grating sound about it, 
very d le to listen to at night. The

from above must fall. It was a place dan- 
gerous to pass when the sun had been up 
any time, but safe enough then when the 
frost was still in power. hen the rocks on 
the right were taken to again for a little, and 
then again thesnow. For hours we toiled on, 
the work of the last man, hard though it was, 
being as nothing compared with what Almer 
had todo. How many steps he made it is 
impossible to say—some thousands; we 
counted 470 on last slope. Of course 
many of these—by far the greatest number— 
were made in the hardened snow, and one or 
two blows of the extrao weapon he 
carried, were as a rule to make 
them. For in looking into nberg 
chalet the day before, had seen a 
great heart-shaped sort of with a blade 
two or three times as ‘as an ordinary 
ice-ax.

In due time the sun rose: we had then 
reached & great hight, and the view was 
most extraordinary. The Lauteraarhorn on 
the right, and the Schreckhorn above, loomed 
faintly through a gray mist; the Finsteraar- 
horn, and the range on that side, shone 
through a rosy vapor, and directly below it 
was clear. ut on the upper part of the 
lower glacier floated an exceedingly dense 
white fog, thick and heavy, and seeming! 
solid enough to have floated an iron-clad. 
Above this the deeply crimsoned peaks of 
some great mountains showed themselves— 
the Eiger, the Mönch. and the Jungfrau. 

We toiled on straight up some siopes, zig- 
zagging in long ben across others which 
lay at a higher angle, till at length we stood 
on the snow-ridge from which the great 
peak—now so far off—“‘stood up and took 
the morning,”’ and which looks down on the 
top of th uteraarjoch. From this point 
the hour’s ordinary work was turned into 
two, and it was the most difficult and excit- 
ing part of the climb—perhaps a little bit of 
it dangerous. Much of the final aréte—the 
great fish-boned Jagged ridge by which the 
top of the Schreckhorn is reached—does act- 
ually goto a point; there are few places 
where you cannot—one or two where you 
must—sit astride. And the snow, which lay 
thickly wherever it could find a rest- 
i lace, sometimes ended in a ridge 
whic ean only be accurately de- 
scribed by saying that it had no parts 
and no magnitude.” First, for a score or 
two of yards, the way led a little below the 
top of the arte, along the face of the tre- 
mendous slope which ends on the Lauteraar- 
och, down which Mr. Elliot fell—a slope 

tween three and four thousand feet long, 
and so steep that a handkerchief would not 
rest on it. This was the worst bit on the 
mountain; the footing was rather insecure, 
the ice was very hard and bieak, and fine, 
dry powdered snow kept continually falling 
from above and filling up the steps. Here, 
and along the last aréte,we had to move 
one at a time, and then with care and cau- 
tion. Sometimes, on poking with the ax to 
find a resting-place for one’s foot, what 
seemed a firm bit of snow-covered rock 
would turn out to be a mere fringe, and the 
little hole acted as a pe te for a serac on 
the upper Grindelwald glacier instead of the 
firm red stone looked for.

GEORGE LORILLARD’S FARM 
THE HORSES AND JOCKEYS. 


Even if a man is not acquainted with the 
good “ points” of a horse and never puts up 
his money on a “*bob-tailed nag at a race, 
a visit to a famous horse-breeding place is 
decidedly interesting. 

About three miles from this beautiful sum- 
mer resort is the summer residence and farm 
ot George L. Lorillard. 
acres comprise the extent of the place, and a 
very large portion of the ground is laid out 
in such a picturesque manner as to suggest 
fairy land itself. 
a barren waste has been made, thanks to the 
expenditure of a vast sum of money and the 
employment of the highest skilled labor, to 
biossom like the rose. 

It is here that ail the famous horses owned 
by Mr. Lorillard are kept during the greater 
portion of the year. 
low wooden building, octagonal in shape, 
and capable of accommodating about fifty 
horses. Each animal has a good-sized apart- 


ment to himself, and the place is kept seru- 
pulously neat. An army of small boys and

HOME GATHERINGS. 
AN OUTRAGEOUS AND CRIMINAL ACTION, 

Shortly before 6 o'clock yesterday morning 
the steam-barge Maine entered the mouth of 
the river and started up for ber dock on the 
South Branch. When the steam-barge got 
through Rush street bridge it was 6 o'clock (the 
morning hour for closing the bridge). The Cap- 
tain of the Maine (Wild, by name, and, as cir- 
cumstances show, wild by nature) blew for the 


tender paid no attention to the signal, the “red 
ball being up and the city ordinance providing 
that he should keep his bridge closed till 7 
o'clock, When within a few feet of the 
bridge the Captain of the Maine stopped 


his boat, waited two or three minutes, 
and then called out to the bridgetender to 
know whether he intended toopen the bridge 
and let his boat through. The bridgetender re- 
plied that it was ten minutes past 6 o'clock and 
the ordinance forbade him to do so. Capt. Wild 
then moved his boat up so that her bow rested 
against the bridge and told the bridgetender 
that if he did not open the draw and let him 
pass he would push it open. The bridgetender 
still refusing to open the bridge (and it was his 
duty to so refuse) Capt. Wild rang the signal to 
his engineer to go ahead. The result was 
that both locks of the bridge 
were broken the draw commenced 
to swing. A buggy containing two 
sons of John MeManon, of No. 305 East Chicago 
avenue, a well-known contractor, were crossing 
the bridge at the time. The horse, a spirited 
one, Decame frightened, and began to plunge 
and rear. The young men, appreciating their 


danger, Jumped out of the buggy, and the fran- 
tic horse reached the sidewalk on the south ap- 


} Droacb just as the bridge was clearing the abut- 


ment. The horse, further frightened, jumped 
over the railing, hung a moment, when the har- 
ness gave way, and he fell into the river. The 
bugay, ina dilapidated condition, remained on 
the bridge. The horse, after swimming up and 
down the river for a time, was finally 
rescued. The bridge was severely damaged, so 
much so that it had to be closed to all but foot- 
yassengers. The conduct of the Captain of the 
Muine was most outrageous and criminal, and 
the authorities will be derelict in their duty if 
they do not. in addition to making the boat pay 
for the damage to the bridge, prosecute him 
criminally, as it was only by the sheerest good 
luck that the lives of the two McMahons were 
not sacrificed by the criminal act of the master 
of the steam-barge. Accidents enough happen 
that are unavoidable, for which vessels and tug- 
men receive the blame unjustly, without having 
some stubborn and idiotic Captain deliberately, 
endanger the lives of innocent oitizens. Let 
Capt. Wild be punished, and severely punished 
too, for his reckless and criminal conduct. He 
should be indicted for an attem to commit 
murder, tried, convicted (which de would be), 
and sentenced to a term in the State Prison. 
DEATH OF ANDREW MILLER. 

Andrew Miller, of the firm of Miller Bros., 
died yesterday morning. Mr. Miller was a 
Scotch- Lrishman, oo rn in Londonderry 
County, Ireland, in 1820. He came to America 
at the age of 21, stopped for a short in St. Johns, 
N. B., thence went to Oswego, N. Y., where he 
worked with his uncle, the well-known ship- 
builder. In 1846 he removed to Cleveland, O., 
where he superintended the building of a float- 
ing dry dock, and in 1848 came to Chica with 
whose interests he has since been identifie 
entered into partnership with E. M. 
and built the “boxes,” or floating dry dock, 
which did service so many years in the North 
Branch, Since 1860 the firm bas been Miller 
Bros. He leavesawife and three dauchters, 
two married and one unmarried. Mr. Miller was 
very popular with all who knew him, and his 
death will be regretted by a vast circie of 
friends and acquaintances.

Stocks Weakened by a Bad Bank 
Statement. 


Money in 
Per Cent, and Scarce at 
That. 


The Produce Markets Active and Stead- 
ier than Expected—Large Deliy- 
eries on October Contracts. 


The Trading Largely in Settling Up for This 
Month—The Markets Weakened Some, 
but Mostly Closed Firm. 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were a trifle more active, but in a 
downward direction. A bad bank statement 
was anticipated, and when it appeared it was 
found to be worse than had been looked for. 
Rates of interest rose to 1-16 and 44 of 1 per cent 
premium. A steady drain of currency is going 
forward from New York to the West, and there 
is not the usual compensation of a free East- 
ward movement of Western produce. If West- 
ern grrain were going freely to market the 
monetary stringency in New York would be re- 
lieved by receipts of gold from Europe. 
Experienced observers look for a close money 
— next week, and, in fact, all through Oo- 

r. 

Even interior Western banks report an inad- 
equate supply of gold and paper money. 

Stocks were weak under the mouetary pres- 


ery. There was very little selling short, but 
there are indications that a long short interest 
is outstanding waiting for an opportunity to 
cover. Manipulation was evidently resorted to 
for the support of the market, especially in the 
Gould stocks. Michigan Central also appeared 
to be upheld for the encouragement of the rest 
of the market. 

President Garrett's wordy and bitter manifes- 
to against Mr. Vanderbilt filled the holders of 
trunk-line stocks with gloom. The non-appcar- 
ance of this much-advertised document was 
taken as a favorit sign that negotiations were 
not abandoned. But Mr. Garrett would not call 
Mr. Vanderbilt's management a dangerous cle- 
ment in the industry of the country if he had 
hopes of a speedy truce. Mr. Garrett has 
buried the hatchet in Vanderbilt's head. 
But his laborious letter ignores the real 
issue. According to the agreement lately 
in force between the roads, the Baltimore & 
Onio and the Pennsylvania Railroads were al- 
lowed to charge lower rates to their terminal 
cities than the New York Central charged to 
New York. Mr. Vanderbilt says this discrimi- 
nation against New York must be stopped. On 
this point Mr. Garrett is silent. 

Reading and New York Elevated turnished the 
only strong upward movements of the day. Mr. 
Vanderviit has owned up to the purchase of a 
large amount of Reading stock, but disclaims 
any desire to get the control. New York Ele- 
vated advanced because it is believed to be 
about to pass out of the contro! of Manhattan. 

Some conservative stock-houses in New York 
have borrowed on time-loans all the money they 
expect to need for six months. This they have 
done in apprehension of stringent money. 

An officer of the Jersey Central says that the 
preliminary steps have been taken to get con- 
trol of the road, and it is expected that it will be 
turned over to the company before Jan. 1. No 
dividend is to be expected this year, though it is 
estimated that the earnings for the year will 
reach $11,000,000, against $9,000,000 in 1880. 

The Sun of Thursday said that prices of stocks 
are still unfavorably affected by the stringency 
of money, and so long as the present speculation 
at the West in grain and provisions continues a 
relaxation is not to be expected. Besides, there 
is nothing intbe immediate future to tempt 
buyers for a rise, and they bave withdrawn from 

rket. 

According to the Hera’d, the stock market is 
choked up with a mass of stocks and bonds that 
have been floated within the last two years at 
absurdly high prices. These stocks and bonds, 
launched at high prices, are unsalable today at 
one-half the launching figures, though they are 
constantly pressed for sale at prices which, com- 
paratively speaking. look as cheap as dirt. Rates 
for money may be sharp, doubts may exist as to 
the policy of the new Administration, but the 
real pus cavity which threatens to create a 
financial pyremia throughout the whole market 
is to be found in the fact that several hundreds 
of millions of rag, tag, and bobtail securities have 
within the past three years been planted upon 
innocent speculators at figures far above their 
real worth. 

A contract for future traffic arrangements be- 
tween the New York, Chicago & St. Louis and 
the Buffalo & West Shore Railroads is reportea 
to be under discussion by the Executive Com- 
mittees of both corporations. 

Government bonds were active. In Chicago, 
District of Columbia 3.656 were 107 bid and 108 
asked; United States 348 (6s continued) 106% 
bid and 100% asked: 3%s (5s continued) were 
100% bid and 100% asked, ex. interest; 4s, 116°, 
bid and 116% asked, ex. interest; and 4%s, 113% 
bid and 118% asked. 

Foreign exchange was heavy, with large offer- 
ings of Continental bids against shipments of 
provisions. 

Chicago bank clearings were $15,800,000. For 
the week they foot up, according to the report 
of Manager W. 8. Smith, $50,023,914, against 
$35,710,205 for the corresponding week of last 
year. Loans were active, with rates at 5@7 per 
cent. New York exchange was weak, and sold 
at 80c@$1.00 per 81.000 discount between banks.

The leading produce markets were (moderate- 
ly active Saturday, and steadier than was gen- 
erally expected. The deliveries on October 
contracts were rather large in the morning, and 
nearly ali that there was to carry round was cir- 
culated during the day. A large part of the 
trading was devoted to the fixing up of October 
deals. and the offerings were large enough in 
wheat and pork to materially widen the pre- 
miums paid on futures. Most of the wheat 
shorts on Ciacinnati account were filled, the 
expected margins not having come to hand. There 
was apparently enough of shortage on corn to 
keep up October prices on that deal. Oats were 
rather tame, with little new business doing. 
Barley was weakened by the inability of teams 
to deliver property, as much as 4c per bu having 
been paid for hauling the previous day, which 
made buyers hold back till the “ pink-eye”’ has 
departed. The markets generally closed firm. 
Mess pork closed 5 loc higher, at $18.90@18.92\% 
for October and $20.5744@20.60 for January. 
Lard closed firmer, at $12.174,@12.W for October 
and $12.80@12.82% for January. Short ribs closed 
7%, higher, at $10.17'4@10.20 for Novem- 
ber. Wheat closed irregular, at $1.394@ 
L On for October and $1.43%@1.44 for Novem- 
ber. Corn closed le bigher, at 74@74%c 
for October and 73%@i6c for November. 
Oats closed %@*%c lower, at 45%c for October 
and 46 for December. Rye closed higher for 
futures, at $1.114@1.14%4 for October, mostly in 
settlement, and the same for November. Bar- 
ley closed weak and irregular, at 81.1066 1.11 
cash, $1.134@1.15 for October, and 899900 for 
No. 3. Hogs were quiet and easy, at $6.40@6.75 
for light and at 88.35% 7.30 for heavy. Cattle 
were steady at $2.50@6.75. The receipts for the 
week were 39,000 cattle, 116,000 hogs, and 15,000 
sheep, as against 30,557 cattle, 111,484 hogs, and 
4,881 sheep for the corresponding week last year. 
The receipts for the month of September were 
154,963 cattle, 467,820 hogs, and 47,022 sheep, as 
against 126,373 cattle, 306,364 hogs, and 24,496 
sbeep for September, 1880. 

No specially new features were developed in 
the market for domestic and foreign dry-goods. 
Activity continues in nearly ali departmeuts, 
and the tone of the market is firm and healthy. 
Millinery goods and cilotbing also continue to 
meet with a satisfactorily active demand. and 
are held at previous prices. Boots and shoes are 
active and firm. In the grocery market there 
were no noteworthy changes. The general move- 
ment was of a Satisfactory character, and prices 
of most lines were as firm as at any 
time. Sugars were rather weak, but were with- 
out quotable decline. Coffees are still somewhat 
under neglect, buyers feeling a good deal of un- 
certainty as to the future of prices. At the mo- 
ment the situation docs not look particularly 
strong. There was an active and generally 
strong market for dried fruits. Raisins, apples. 
and biackberries are tendmg higher. In the 
fish market an advance to $6.00@6.10 in whitefish 
was the only change noted. Dairy products were 
fairly active, with butter firm and cheese quoted 
easier. The best creamery butter was heid at 34 
Gabe, and full cream cheese at 2G. Olis, 
leather, bagging, coal, and pig-iron were quoted 
as before. 

Hay was active and strong at the recent ad- 
vance, some lots of very choice timothy seli- 
ing at $15.00 on track. Building materials are 
moving briskiy, with littie change in prices.

The reported receipts of flour in this city dur- 
ing last month were very nearly 400,000 bris, or 
almost precisely twice as much as in September, 
1880, The difference is the equivalent of 2,250 
car-loads of wheat, whereas the receipts of 
wheat were only 2,143 car-loads less than in Sep- 
tember of last year. The receipts of both for 
the month show an increase of nearly 14 per 
cent. 

Tne Board of trade has not yet attacked the 
storage question. although many of the mem- 
bers are sighing for a way out of the difficulty. 
They cannot yet see a way which promises to be 
free from trouble. Probably the best mode of 
dealing with the question that has yet preseated 
itself is the issuance of receipts by railroad com- 
panies, pledging the delivery of the grain in this 
city when there is room for it in the elevators, 
provided the holder of the receipt does not pre- 
fer to have the grain placed on through cars to 
his order. The law forbids the warebouseman 
in this city (having over 100,000 inhabitants) to 
issue receipts for grain not actually in store in 
their houses. But the law does not specify what 
kind of paper a business-man may agree to re- 
ceive as valid. That is forthe Board of Trade 
todo. The board could agree to regard railroad 
receipts as valid tenders in satisfaction of con- 
tracts to deliver, and no one will care to say that 
a railroad corporation is not fully as responsible 
asa tirm of warehousemen. Of course it would 
be necessary to any such arrangement as that 
here indicated that the railroad com- 
pany should have control of the grain 
on which it issues its certificates. 
That is, the company sbould onty issue its paper 
ou grain that has been consigned for transporta- 
tion, and which would have been carried away 
from the country depot but for lack of accom- 
modation elsewhere. It would not do to accept as 
regular any certificates which micht be issued 
for grain “ dumped out on the pruirie,” as sug- 
gested be some. The grain should be properiy 
in store, and properly insured, in Which case the 
railroad company could afford to assume à re- 
sponsibility that would justify the holders of 
the paper in feeling perfectly safe. We may 
add that the railroad companies would always 
be able to deliver the grain here as fast as want- 
ed by the trade, and might be depended upon to 
do it when pledged to that effect by tne signa- 
tures of its proper officers. It may be to the ad- 
vantage of the trade to think over these points, 
and use them as a foundation for something 
better if the plan here sketched be not deemed 
satisfactory. 

A proposition was made Saturday which, if 
adopted, will partly remedy the evil. It is to 
the effect that the many idle vesseis now lying 
at our docks be converted into warehouses for 
the nonce, and thus give additional accommo- 
dations for the millions of bushels of grain that 
ate waiting to be shipped here as soon as the 
storage room can be improvised. These gen- 
tlemen make no question as to the legality of 
such a course, as the Board of Trade bas bere- 
tofore assumed similar authority, and could at 
this time appoint its committee to take charge 
of the business of iseuing receipts, and thus 
render the transactions perfectly regular. 
Many canal-boats are now detained in the river 
simply because the warehouse authorities re- 
fuse to receive their cargoes. One party alone 
has eight boat-loads, or 60,000 bu of corn, lying 
in canal-boats, which are subject to demurrage 
daily by the enforced deiay in unloading. 
Many other boats are in the same predicament, 
and without some such recourse as is 
suggested above, the most serious consequences 
to the trade of the city are to be apprehended. 
The use of the vessels for such purposes would 
certainly be more profitable to the owners than 
to take the cargoes to Buffalo for 4c per bu. 

The motto of the Cincinnati crowd would

They say that Seymorer & Co. are on the other 
side of the deal this time and able to make this 
band wash the one that was engaged in the 
August wheat deal. 

We have stated previously that the ware- 
housemen ot this gity have offered rebates to 
shippers of grain from their houses. Saturday 
it was intimated that as much as 4c per bu bas 
been offered in rebate in the case ot wheat. 
The reason is supposed to be that the 
warehousemen in question do not care to 
assume the responsibility of carrying wheat of 
last year’s crop through the coming winter. It 
was not secured iu sufficiently good condition to 
make it perfectly safe to hold, and should be 
moved out before néxt spring, though a heavy 
rebate is necessary to put it in motion. 

The recent wet weather has also been hard 
upon a good deal of the wheat in stack in Min- 
nésota, and millers write already that there is a 
scarcity of good grinding wheat. Of course this 
refers to the fact that the wheat in stack can- 
not be moved at present.

POWER AND FORCE. 


Startling Theories of the Origin of 
Force—The Pianects Supplying the 
Sun with Electricity—The sun Re- 
turning Light and Heat. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Curcaeo, Oct. 1.—Tuz Trisune of the 
15th ult. contained a notice of an address of 
Sir William Thomson before the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science 
in reference to the Motive Power of the 
Future.”

The misfortune for many of the pre- 
tended discoveries in science is that the 
cannot be demonstrated by actual experi- 
ments. The distinctions that have been made 
between the electricity excited by resinous 
or vitreous substances—calling one “ resino- 
electric” and the other “ vitred-electric ’’— 
have no foundation in facts. 

Since 1 have the boidness to make this 
statement in the face of authorities that have 
become venerable, I hope you will allow me 
to prove them true by an appeal to matters 
of tact that will admit of clear demonstra- 
tion. Science, as well as theology, has its 
dogmatism, and while the latter deals with 
subjects professedly above human compre- 
hension, the former moves in the realms of the 
real and tangible, where results may be cal- 
cnlated by a knowledge of natural laws. 
There is, therefore, no good excuse for ran- 
dom statements where the truth may be 
known by careful investigation. ‘The theory 
that electricity excited by friction with resin- 
ous substance is negative, and that excited 


by vitreous substances is positive, is not true. 


‘Lhe electricity excited by friction with seal- 
ing-wax and with glass are precisely the same. 
They are both positive. — will produce a 
magnetic effect, so that they will attract a 
negative substance such as paper, ete. For 
instance, if we take two strips of paper and 
pass a piece of sealing-wax over one and a 
glass tube or cylinder over the other, the 
papers will both be electrically itive and 
repel each other, while either of the papers 
separate will attract a strip of paperina 
negative condition and hold it suspended in 
the air. The only distinction, then, that can 
properly be made is between the weaker and 
the stronger currents, depending on force or 
friction and atmospheric conditions, without 
any regard to the different substances em- 
ployed in producing the friction by which it 
is evolved. 

Numerous experiments made by myself 
prove most conclusively that a magnetic 
power can be evolved by electrical excitation 
without the loss of weight or energies on the 
bart ot the instruments employed in produ- 
cing this power. In passing my hand rapidly 
over a piece of paper 1 have frequently pro- 
duced a magnetic force that would hold the 
paper to the wall in my office or to any other 
negative substance, and the paper will some- 
times romain in this position from six to 
twelve hours, according to the amount of 
magnetisin im and atmospheric con- 
ditions. 

In order to make an estimate of the amount 
of force that can be produced in a certain 
— on a given surface, I procured a paper 
two feet wide and three feet long, and held it 
to a plastered wall, passing my hand — 
over the paper. In less than one minute 
could not only make the paper adhere to the 
wall, but also adhere with such a force as to 
hold a half-pound weight fastened to the 
lower edge of the paper. Now, if I can,with 
proper atmospheric — produce an 
adhesive or magnetic power of thirty pounds 
per hour, this would give 720 pounds in 
twenty-four hours; and at this rate the 

wer évolved in a year would be enormous, 
Now, what kind of electricity would the 
scientist call this, who makes a distinction 
between resinous and vitreous electricity ? 
To carry out his ideas ge would have to call 
this animo-electric, as he calls the others, 
resino-electric and vitero-electric. But 
seriously, while there is no truth in these 
distinctions there is sublime nonsense 
enough mixed up with it to puzzle the brain 
of the young student of Nature’s hidden 
forces. I will now anticipate an objection on 
the part of those who are claiming a con- 
stant waste of Nature's energies. I will be 
told that although 1 may lose nothing in 
weight by producing a force equal to thirty 
pounds in an hou: Boas my hand over 
the paper, yet I would gradually Wear out or 
break down under the operauon in the course 
of years. This may be admitted; for all 
men will finally wear out and their physical 
energies will fail; but this final failure will 
not be hastened by frequently throwing off 
these electric streams from the body while 
there are exhaustiess stores around us on 
every side to supply the waste. When we 
once learn how to appropriate these vitalizing 
currents of this ever present force in Nature 
then life will be longer, and sweeter, and 
dearer; sickness will be less frequent, and 
death like a tranquil sinking to 2 

Now we will look more especially at the 
anticipated objection. The question may be 
asked. Whence come these supplies so lav- 
ishly seattered through space? The an- 
swer is at hand. ‘The planets, in their axil- 
lary rotation, are mighty cylinders, throwing 
off electrical streams of inconceivable power 
into space from the outer surface of their at- 
mosphere, where there are no aqueous Va- 
pors to interfere with electrical currents, 
which find their way to the sun, whence 
they return to the planets in the form of 
electric light. The refraction of these rays 
of electric light by the atmosphere produces 
a force that generates heat; and here is the 
secret of solar light and heat. While the 
planets roll the sun must shine, and while 
the sun shines the planets must roll by that 
trinity of forces that works on nature—grav- 
ity, magnetism, and electricity—and thus 
Nature, in her grand harmonies, will move 
on forever under the control of one ultimate 


and supreme power.

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THE LIFE OF FORREST. 

A Boston publishing house has undertaken to 
furnish the public with a series of works enti- 
tled Tue American Actor Series.“ As the ti tle 
implies, each volume will be devoted to the life 
of some prominent American actor. Aud as 
Edwin Forrest has long been styled “ The Great 
American Tragedian,” the initial volume of the 
series contains a sketch of his life and a criti- 
cism on his methods and oa his career, 
written by a fellow-actor, Lawrence Barrett. 
nere is little question but that a se- 
des of this kind will attain popular- 
ty. To the great pubtic the stage is a mys- 
ery, and like all mysteries invested with a cer- 
ain eharm, a certain maguetic attraction 
vhich, while it bring; tame and 
wollt to the uctor, is something not easily un- 
lyzed or understood even by uim. Anecdotes 
factors are always widely read; stage inci- 
lents and gossip find unwearying listeners; 
nere is still a fascination about the “sock and 
wskin for which its actualities furnish but 
ittle reason. And the publishers can, therefore, 
munt with a reasonable degree of certainty 
mm the success of this series of lives of Amer- 
ean actors. To this particular volume there 
@imparted additional interest from the fact 
that its author belongs to the profession of 
which Edwin Forrest wus forso many yearsa 
prominent member. To say that Mr. Barrett 
bas executed his task with deiicacy 
and skill, basscruDulously avoided such criti- 
cisms on Forrest the actor as, under the cir- 
cumstances, would be considered tu bad taste, 
and has prepared a readable and entertaining 
sketch of the life of a famous and peculiar man, 
is no more than just. That his opinion as to the 
rank to which Forrest isto be assigned among

£ does not belong to the school of Forrest, of 
Kean, or of Cooper. His method is the opposit of 
the robust, yet he bas tried to hold the scaies 
evenly between the two methods. His attempts 
to veil the coarse and brutai nature of the man 
Forrest. so lost in egotistic admiration of his 
own genius that be could see no Virtues in an- 
other and had no patience with any one who 
tried to thwart his imperious will, is but par- 
tially successful. Yet Forrest bad many noble 
qualities, and itis well to bring them promi- 
nently forward to tone down the barshness of 
the portrait which an unprejudiced mind must 
form for itself of the subject of this biograph- 
ieal sketch. 

There is little in the book that is absolutely 
new, and there are many facts either omitted or 
curtailed which are essential to the formation 
of a true opinion of Edwin Forrest. He was 
porn March 9. 1806, and died Dec. 12, 1872. His 
father was not a rich man, and all of Edwin's 
early surroundings were those of poverty. He 
was designed for tne ministry, but in his own 
mind never had any intention of devoting him- 
zelt to that profession. At 11 he went on the 
Stage as an amateur, and made his first regular 
appearance at 14.

wation. Of Macready Mr. Barrett says: 

Macready was a scholar and be was a worker, 
but he bad no love for bis calling. It had roobed 
bim of the prize which seemed so close to his 
band—a good social position and lettered ease. 
Diligentiy he strove to rise from the lower ranks 
of bis new profession, but the superior qualities 
of his rivals stood ever in his way. He seemed 
to possess nove of the requisits tor an actor save 
industry; he was gauot and augular, had an un- 
musical voice and an awkward manner. possess- 
ing none of that magnetic quality whieh wins 
the auditor oftentimes before the interest of 
the Character has unfolded itself in the plot; 
but he was an enormous worker, with a soul 
boiling against his surroundings. With 
an ambition which jealousy tinctured 
and made contemptible, he spared no pains, he 
shunned no task which could help him ou to- 
ward the bight on which his eyes were fixed. 
The heavy parts in the piays fell to him, and his 
manner suited them admirably. He contended 
with such theatrical giants as the last of the 
Kembies, Chartes Young, Junius Brutus Booth, 
and Edmund Kean. His style was unlike theirs: 
his work was cold, full of s¢holarsnip and of 
study, but not impulsive or spontaneous. He 
wus compelled to give place for many years to 
men whose excellence and superiority he never 
would confess; but they were the idols of the 
public, ana by their side Macready never held 
any otber than a subordinate rank. o ae 
length, one by one, the great men who had 
been in the way of his advancement were 
removed, and he stood in the 
rank of bis profession. All the barsbness of bis 
nature now appeared; be became haughty and 
offensive to allabout him, subservient vuly to 
the aristocracy, but still working at his art with 
the spiritot aslave at the galleys. He wasof 
an economical pature, and soon accumulated 
means. He quarreled with and left his ola 
manager, and, aided by the wealthy friends 
whom be bad never failed to propitiate, became 
himself a manager, inauguratinga series of 
revivals of old plays wagniticent beyond the 
experience of that day. His research and 
scholarship attracted to the theatre learned 
men. and be gave a healthy impetus to dra- 
matic taste which will ever be bis crown. 
He put himseif prominently forward in these 
revivals, but they were none the less creditable 
and admirabie. His career as a nanager was 
marked by tyranny and cruelty. He had yo 
friends in those who served him; he allowed no 
rivals to stand between bim and the public. 
When Ryder once remonstrated with bim upon 
some occasion of punished insubordination, aud 
told bim be was a tyrant, Macready replied: 
“No, sir: | am not a tyrant. [am a despot.” 
He dearly loved a lord; he hated his profeas:on— 
but it gave him all he had; without it be would 
be nothing. His performances were 
modeis of mechanism; they lacked the 
divine spark which is called genius, but 
were yet penetrated by an intelligence 
which gave them unusally attractive power. He 
was greatest in such parts as Aichelicu, Werner, 
and Cassius, where a certain angularity of mind 
and body is not out of place, and where a dry 
subtlety and a studied declamation are accepted 
in lieu of magnetic powers, No two men could 
be more unlike than were Macready and For- 
rest—the one scholarly, mechanical, cold. labor- 
ing without love in the bard traces of his pro- 
fession; the other open, frank, and an ardent 
lover of whatever he was called upon in his art 
to do. 

And, finally, in what Mr. Barrett calls an 
“epiiog,” be sums up bis estimate of Forrest's 
private and theatrical life, Of the first he says: 

During the later years of bis lite he lived in a 
very narrow social circle, Surrounded by a few 
tried companions, but their diminisbed numbers 
too often gave a pang of sorrow to ar already 
wounded'heart. His nobler qualities were not 
they should have been He 
showed a strong interest in all youag actors Who 
labored studiousiy for advancement 
profession. His demeanor was frequently dic- 
tatorial and rude, but ovly where bis prejudices 
were involved. He treated with good ftveling 
and justice his feilow-pinpers, save when bis 
personal dislikes were particularly strong, and 
then be condemned without reason. He spoke 
often of the reully great actor as comparable 
oply with the loftiest of mankind, thinking per- 
haps at the time of the gredtaess be himself bad 
ucbieved, and of which he waa naturally proud. 
His opinion of bis own performances was bigh, 
and be placed himself on a parallel with the 
most prominent men in all Walks of life. .. . 
For Nature in ali ber moods he had a 
profound love and revereace, but none for 
dogina or the authority of the (huren. He loved 
his friends. He hatgd his enemies. A tie to 
him was the most — 22 of offenses. He 
bad strong pxssiuns, and they often became bis 
master. in frame be was a giant, and be had 
many of the weaknesses of character that so 
often attend magnificent physical gifts. 

And of Forrest the actor, Mr. Barrett makes 
what is not a wholly unfair estimate: 

No actor tasted so early the sweets of popular 
renown, no man so rapidly sprang into popular 
tavor, and no one in modern times so long heid 
bis bigh rank in his profession undisturbed. He 
almost discounted all claims upon posterity ia 
the muniticent rewards of his contemporaries. 
Blessed as man bas seldom been with nue per- 
sonal qualities for a calling demanding so much 
in the way of physical attractions, with a 
matchless voice, an industrious nature, and an 
ambitious spirit, be seemed born to re- 
generate the stage. He bad only to supple- 
ment,his gifts with the refined study and cult- 
ure Which embeilish and crown such royal 

ons, to bave realized all that the most 
ambitious could wish. No life is so illustrative 
of the nevessity of character in the working out 
of great tame, in the proper utilization of great 
gifts, as his. Forrest's greatest Shak- 
spearean parts were Lear, Othe o, and Curio- 
lanus. The first grew mellow and rich as the 
actor grew in years, while it still retained much 
of its earlier force. His Othello suffered with the 
decline of his faculties, althoug his clear con- 
ception of all he did was apparent to the end in 
nis acting of every one of bis parts. Coriwianus 
died with bim, the last of all the Romans. He 
was greatest. however, in sucb roles as Virgini- 
us, William Tell, and Spartacus. Here bis man- 
nerisms of gait and of utterance were less no- 
ticeable than in his Shakspearean characters, or 
were overlooked in the rugged massiveness of 
the creation. Hamlet. Richard, and Macheth were 
out of his temperament, and added nothing to 
his fame; but Richelieu is said }) have 
been one of bis noblest and most impressive 
performances. ; He was totally unlike his 
great contemporary and rival, Macready, whose 
attention to detail gave to every performance 
the harmony of a pertect work. Forrest's voice, 
as bas been said, was powerful and musical, and 
he used it with marvelous effect. He never 
over-excited himself or tired his listener. He 
displayed at each rising stage of a great passion 
new capabilities, and, when it seemed that his 
wonderful strength could bear no more, be 
electrified his audiences by a greaterand still 
more powerful outburst of eloquence. His ten- 
derneas lay in the tones of his voice, the almost 
womanly sweetness of his utterance. His grief 
was mul. never maudlin or soulless. His pres- 
ence was commanding and impressive beyond 
that of any actor of histime. During bis life he 
was surrounded by imitators, who caught only 
the imperfections, the outward manner of the 
man; but he founded no school, he created no 
style of acting by which his followers might per- 
petuate his metbods; and, take him for all in all, 
we shall not look upon his like again. 


HAVERLY’S THEATRE. 

Mr. John McCullouch as Virgints, in Sheridan 
Knowles’ tragedy with that titie, bas bad first- 
rate houses at Haverty's all the week. We 
doubt whether he has ever played the part be- 
fore to larger audiences’ in thiscity. And he 
has certainly never acted the character which 
gives the name tothe play ina more finished 
and perfect manner. In many respects Mr. 
McCullough is an ideal Virginiw. He is even 
better than Forrest, wbo, in his day, was consid- 
ered the best delineator of the Rowan father on 
the stage. Mr. McCullough belongs to the robust 
school of tragediana, of whom Forrest was the 
head, but he has improved upon bis 
master in this particular röle. The latter was 
uneven in its presentation. At times be would 
carry his audience with him in enthusiastic ad- 
miration of a maguificeut burst of declamation. 
or in a feeiing portrayal of deep emotion. At 
other times be sank to mediocrity, and his man- 
nerisms of gait and utterance were especially 
noticeable. Mr. McCullough gives a much more 
finished performance. His voice is barsh and 
unpleasantly guttural in some of bis more vio- 
lent outbursts, but on the whole be looks and 
acts the part be assumes, and so identifies bim- 
self with it that it seems to be his by right, and 
bis alone. He is forcible without being violent. 
In the loving by-play with this daughter 
be is thoroughly natural and easy, and in the 
great scene in the forum bis transitions from 
tenderness to passion, and from the expression 
of paternal affection stirred to its very depths 
to the wild defiance of the tyrant and his lictors, 
are admirably simulated and witbout exagyera- 
tion. The part bas been faithfully studied and 
to all appearances mastered. In the expression 
of admiration for Mr. McCullough’s verform- 
auce it is no more than justice to call attention 
to the excellent support he receives from the 
leading members of bis company, and especially 
from Miss Kate Forsyth, who presents a charm- 
ing picture of the loving daughter Virginia. 
She is a conscientious, painstaking actress, and 
ably seconds the efforts of the tragedian she 
supports. Mr. Collier, Mr. Langdon, Mr. Shew- 
ell, and Mrs. Foster are also entitled toa word 
of praise.

In his life of Edwin Forrest, Lawrence Bar- 
rett has something to say ot the days when Mr. 
McCullough was one of the company supporting 
him. One incident be narrates runs like this: 
An actor was late for rehearsal, and the reat of 
the company, including the star, were com- 
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Forrest. He stammered out an excuse, but 
it availed nothing. Forrest went on excitedly, 
aud, after avimadverting upon the sin of indol- 
ence, said: **Mr. McCullough has been with me 
for years; be has never been for one moment 
late, and I hope, sir, you, who seem to require a 
model for your conduct, will imitate that gen- 
tleman.“ The rebearsal went on, and presently 
McCullough’s cue for entrance was given. He 
came not! Calls were made, minutes passed; 
there was an awful pause, during which the 
color came and went in Forrest's augry face. 
When the delay had become serious and the 
silence awful the actor who had becu advised to 
follow McUullough’s example dared, slyly and 
maliciously, to approach the irate star and say: 
“Sir, you will have to give me a 
new model.” Forrest, not deigning a reply, 
turned to the stage manager and said: ‘ Good 
God, sir, go on with the business, and send for 
McCullough.” The settlement with that gen- 
tleman, when they met, is described as a stormy 
one, but no details as to its nature are furnished 
by either Mr. Barrett or Mr. McCullough. Did 
he quote from Leur:

GRAND OPERA-HOUSE. 

The second week of The Bauker's Daugh- 
ter“ at this house bas not been as properous as 
the first. Infact, with one or two exceptions, 
the houses have been light, especially on the 
lower floor, every bight. Yet the play has 
never been better mounted or better acted, 
and its popularity, judging from the crowded 
houses of the previous week was on a crescendo 
rather than on a dimiuuendo scale.

Poor little Julia came to grief on the second 
block from the church, where the gorgeous 
banner met the eye of the Elders. But here in 
New York, amid the decorations, there are many 
inscriptions considered decorous that are much 
more ridiculous than Julia’s banner. Until 
some considerate friend fixed up some last 
words for the dying Garfield, it was authen- 
tically stated that he said “Ob! What a pain.“ 
Some one asked him “ Where?’ He laid his 
hand on nis heart and answered “Here,” and 
never spoke again. There is no sort of doubt 
but this cry of distress was the last 
articulate sound uttered by the President. 
Tho people, the people, my trust.“ 
is ratber more dignified, but unfor- 
tunately is not authentic. lu consequence some 
wortby but matter-of-fact people got out the 
lastwords amid their decorations, and certainly 
a more ridiculous sentence inscribed on a house 
one never saw than, Oh! what a pain —but 
that expressson appeared in several instances 
amid crape and bombazine, 

No doubt Chicago was as wild a city during 
the last week as was New York, and New York 
was a regular rug far. Every house had its 
decoration, from the $3,000 one of Tiffany's and 
the clubs, to the poor waiter on Rivington street, 
who bung out the tails of bis dress-coat from 
his bedroom window, with a white roset, like a 
pallid pen-wiper, on each tail. 

Tifcany bad an enormous sheet of black cash- 
mere lowered irom his roof to the ground, com- 
pletely covering the front of tbe building. Then 
at the cast window a slit was cut and tied back 
each side.

In connection with 7 our manifestations of 
grief, the action of the theatrical managers was 
unanimeusiy in tavor of shutting up Monday, 
but Mr. Daly saw the stranger within our gates 
in such tremendous force that he sought to gar- 
ner in some of the wealth brought by the bucolic 
citizen, and just took down bis drapery sharp on 
4 oclock, after funeral services, and 
opened his theatre that night. A very 
small audience gathered, but a big crowd 
outside expressed their opinions loudly and 
forcibly.

the vestibule by boys not higher than the bar- 
rels.

Well, New York was delighted on Thursday 
night when the long-talked-of Patience re- 
warded their own. It was all our fancy painted 
itand more. *The music is not so tuneful and 
catching as the pioneer Piuafore,“ and for that 
reason will not be déne to death on parior pianos 
and street organs. It is much more difficult as 
an acting piece. and in consequence every vil- 
lage in the Union will not have its amateur 
Patience company, and the land will not be 
full of ** Patience’ troupes. But the New York 
company are excellent. Ryley is exactly like 
the original Grossmith ; he possesses the same 
remarkable facility of utterance for which 
Gilbert always writes’ a patter song; he 
utters every word so dearly that not a line of 
the funny libretto is lost. Mr. Barton (son of 
the ill-fated Barton Key) went to London and 
studied Rutland Barrimeton till every detail of 
the business is reproduced. For the Lady Jane 
we have the“ massive” Miss Roche, who is cer- 
tainly as good as that other massive creature, 
Miss Harris, who was imported for Buttercup 
and the Pirate Maid, but who is now doing Lady 
Jane at the Comfue in London. Mr. Carleton, 
who was last sigging io grand opera at Her 
Majesty's, dashed through the ‘Captain 
of the Guards magnificent military 
style, supported by a chorus of 
thirty in guards’ uniform, who laid far 
and away over any chorus ever beard here. The 
weak points of our New York company are the 
two young ladies, Miss Burton and Miss Bur- 
ville, but their ineffectuality could not limit the 
success of the production. With the entrance 
of the guard and the second number of the 
opera the triumph of “ Patience” was assured. 
Mr, Kyley makes up the counterpart of Gros- 
smith even to the white lock of hair on the raven 
curls, not understood here, that white iock be- 
ing peculiar to Whistler, the esthetic artist of 
London. The first time I saw that well- 
known artist 1 thought he'd brought 
a feather away from dome by accident 
on bis artistic head, as the little snowy tuft im- 
bedded on the dark locks directly over his buinp 
of reverenve has the appearance of a feather. 
The Grosveuor gallery beauties, arrayed in most 
esthetic draperics, are something to scream over, 
as the curtain is rising they are discovered lean- 
ing on trees, clinging together, or classically 
grouped on the turf-ali furnished with me- 
dieval musical instruments and singing 
“Twenty Love-Siek Maidens We.”

BUILDING. 

Building permits are decreasing as the fall 
season goes on. Those who delayed putting 
up houses and stores because prices were so 
high for material and labor have been disap- 
pointed, as we predicted they would be in 
their calculation that building would be- 
come cheaper. At present the outlook is that 
stores and houses will not be built in any 
number till the demand for them makes 
itself felt in much higher rents. Houses are 
already very scarce. Next spring the de- 
mand for accommodation will be so pressing 
that tenants will bid against each other, and 
rents will go up. This is likely to oceur in 
stores as well asin houses. Rising rents will 
encourage new building enterprises, even if 
labor and materials cost even more than now, 
and the cost of building is much more likely 
to be higher next year than lower. All 
the stores being built in the neighbornood of 
Adams street and Fifth avenue, by Messrs. 
Field, Adams, Sheldon, and others, have been 
rented, though not finished, at a gross ay- 
erage rental of 10 per cent. 

The Union Club has put several architects 
at work drawing plans for a club-house that 
shall surpass the Calumet Club-house on the 
South Side. Two sites are in view, one in 
the Ogden Block, where the club now has its 
home, and the other one block farther south 
on the 106-foot lot on the southwest corner 
of Dearborn avenue and Washington place, 
occupied before the fire by Mr. Volney G. 
Turner. The money has not yet been raised, 
but enough bas been informally promised to 
make it certain that all that is needed will be 
fortheomi when wanted. The com- 
mittee whe have the plans in 
charge are Ald. Burley, Henry W. Bishop, 
and P. L. Yee. ‘The architects are to subinit 
their plans anonymously, so that the choice 
may be made without any suspicion of favor- 
itisin. g

to meet the demands of this city and the 
West for building material. 

There is not enough building material on 
hand to tinish the structures under way in 
this city, and stone and brick are being 
shipped hither in large quantities from St. 
Louis, Milwaukee, and other cities. 

The Chicago Reul Estate and Building 
Journal has this pointed and no doubt de- 
served rebuke to some of the pToperty- 
owners of business property in this city. 
The structure specially referred is as bad as 
it is painted—-and worse. It is a disgrace to 
the quarter in which it stands: 

Standing among business palaces, deforming 
choice corners, and marring the symmetry of 
beautitul biocks, are yet standing a dozen of the 
emergency buildings walied with burnt vrick, 
only partially concealed by daubs of neutral 
paint; stand as monuments—not to their 
uwners’ poverty, for the owners are not poor, 
but to their wrasping picayune souls. On the 
very best corner in Chicago stands a burnt brick 
structure covering a large area. Its floors are 
spruuk out of level; ite walls still stand perpen- 
dicular, but none can foretell how soon ther 
willgo. It is on leased ground, and the owner 
of the lease is getting a good rental. He is 
abundantly able to build a better building, but 
be won't. The shallow rim of stores around 
the outside is occupied principally by small 
dealers who, perbaps, could not atford to 
pay tor better quarters. The inside area, first 
floor, is occupied by the Open Board, which 
drowns all other racket in its discordant belch- 
ing. The upper tloors are all used for olfices, 
and the occupants they represeut are every- 
thing, from the law olfice down to the street- 
peddier. The whole interior is becoming foul 
with long occupation and miserable care. The 
beer-suloous and restaurants contribute the 
nucleus of smell and leaven the whole nauseous 
volume that pours out of the hundred openings. 
This building is but one examples There ure 
others in the heart of business which are no bet- 
ter; even worse. It would be well if some in- 
fluence could be brought to bear to get their 
owners to transfer them to parties who would 
build something decent on their sites.

GARFIELD PARK. 

President Garfield’s name cannot be given, 
as has been suggested, to one of the South 
Parks. These have already been named, 
though few persons knew it. The one on 
the lake-shore is Washington Park; the 
other, Jackson Park. The West Side has 
the only pleasure-ground that has no author— 
ized name. What is popularly known as 
Central Park is officially anonymous, and 
if the West Park Commissioners desire to do 
so they can make it Garfield Park.

JACKSON PARK. 


The Hyde Parkers Greatly Prefer to 
Have It Called Garfield Park. 

The citizens of Hyde Park and especially 
those residing in the locality which has here- 
totore been universally known as “South 
Park are very indignant over the action of 
the Park Commissioners in naming the east 
division of the South Parks Jackson Park,” 
and also over the action of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad in calling their new and ele 
gant depot at that point by the same name. 
The residents of locality were not consulted 
before the change was made, and they feel 
outraged that a name so well and 
favorably known, and one the jcon- 
tinuance of which will tend to 
sustain the values of property in that 
locality should have been so unceremoniously 
changed, and another name adopted without 
any reference to its propriety, and the appli- 
cation of which tu thatlocality will be known 
to but few people in a long time. 

It is supposed that the Park Commission- 
ers intended to adopt the name of Andrew 
Jackson, but many people are in doubt 
whether this beautiful park is not christened 
after Stonewall” Jackson also. ‘The resi- 
dents believe that, to make amends for this 
hasty and inconsiderate action on the part of 
the Park Commissioners, it seems fitting that 
at the present time they should adopt the 
name of “Garfield” for the park, and 
also that a popular movement should be 
set on foot by them for the erection of a 
monument in this most beautiful of all Chi- 
cago parks to the memory of the late Presi- 
dent. There is one Douglas Park and also a 
Douglas monument; there is a Lincoln Park, 
named after a dead President, to whom at 
some future time a monument will be 
erected, and now let there be a Garfield Park 
and Garfield monument erected upon the 
beautiful lake-shore park, a perpetual re- 
minder to this and succeeding generations of 
the goodness and greatness of the man whose 
untimely death is more universally and 
sincerely mourned than that ot any 
other man who ever preceded him. 

It is suggested that the Park Commission- 
ers, after the adoption of the name of “ Gar- 
field’ for this park, announce that they will 
receive subscriptions to be sacredly kept and 
appropriated to the erection of a monument 
on this park to the memory of the late Presi- 
dont Garfield, asking contributions from the 
laboring poor as well as the wealthy, and 
there will be no lack of funds for its speeay 
erection.

Within the past week ortwo the current of

whose records Hormuzd Rassam and George 


Smith are just now digging from their ob- 


security of nearly 3,000 years beneath the 
ruins of Babylon and Nineveh. 

The first of these problems is that raised by 
the agitations of the alcohol prohibitionists. 
and resolves itself into the question: Where 
does generous diet in eating and drinking 
lapse inte luxury and <lissipation?”’ 

The second problem—vof far greater import 
than the first—iias been raised by a host of 
recent events, among which we may enu- 
merate recent trials of more than one clergy- 
man for “heres),” also the publication of 
such books as Mallock’s “Is Life Worth 
Living””’ and Elizabeth Stuart

The United States census for 1870 shows 
what a large proportion of non-producers 
there is in this young civilization of America. 
The total number of the population was 
38,115,641, of which 28,228,945, or about three- 
fourths. were above 10-years of age. But of 
this 28,228,945 only 12,505, 923, or about 44 per 
cent, are tabulated as employed in any gain- 
ful occupation. } 

But of this 12,505,923 only 8,629,792 are 
producers of wealth. This includes not only 
all persons engaged in agriculture, mining, 
and manufacturing, but also includes artists 
and manufacturers of luxuries and articles 
‘of taste of every sort which can not be classed 
as useful. If this latter class were eliminated 


it would probably leave not above 6,000,000 


of producers of strictly useful things, and 
we thus find that the labor of about one- 
seventh of the entire population is sufficient 
to supply the necessary. demands of a moder- 
ate scale of life for the whole population; 
and this again brings us back to the paradox 
that there is not room in the field of 
production of merely useful things for 
the employment of all the labor, and 
that civilized communities are coimpelled 
to launch into luxuries and so-called extrav- 
agance,in order that this surplus of labor 
may be employed and live. 

A synopsis of the employed and unem- 
ployed of all ages in the United States shows 
the following proportions of producers and 
non-producers :

In France, the census of 1866 showed that 
53 per cent of the population belenged to the 
agricultural class and 29 per cent to the 
manufacturing class, thus making d per 
cent of the whole, but it does not appear 
that this large proportion is by avy means 
either fully or exclusively employed in agri- 
culture and manufactures. The probability is 
that their occupations are largely diversified, 
and that the actual production of wealth of 
all kinds, whether of the necessities of life 
or of its luxuries, does not employ above 
one-half the total population. 

AS CIVILIZATION ADVANCES 

and inventions increase it requires less man- 
ual labor to produce an equal quantity of 
food and clothimg and other mere necessary 
articles of the same quality as used by for- 
mer generations. But the field of labor in 
the production of these merely useful things 
is fuil. This view is proven by the fact that 
the labor of one-seventh or one-eighth of the 
whole population would de sufficient to sup- 
ply these mere necessities of life for the 
whole. It is true there is no actual monop- 
oly of the production of useful things, but if 
more and more crowd into that field the 
value of its increased products will decline, 
and with it the money value of all other 
things as well as the wages of labor, and this 
obliges a decline of art or civilization. 

With the inerease of population and of 
labor-saving inventions there must conse- 
quently be a larger and larger proportion of 
the industry applied to improving these 
things and in the preduction of luxuries, or 
else not be employed at all, and must starve, 
the only other alternatives being charity or 
war.

Tun CULTIVATION OF THE VINE. 
Over 5,000,000 acres are planted in vineyards, 
and the annual grape creep of France brings 
about $60,000,000, or about one-fifth as much 
as the entire wheat-rop of 
States.

But after all this is 
only asurface indication of the real cause, 
which lies deeper still. These labor-saving 
inventions were not devised with the view 
of benefiting humanity. The incentive to 
their invention and use in all cases is the ac- 
cumulation of more amy | than could have 
been acquired by the mere labor of the hands 
without the aid of the machine or the 
artistic device. Here at last we strike the 
root of the whole matter, in an 
inherent quality of human nature: the de- 
sire to be rich—a conclusion which shows a 
deeper philosophy than appears on the sur- 
face of those words of Pauli to Timothy that, 
the love of money is the root of all evil.“ 

The argument that labor-saving machines 
are in themselves harmful to humanity can- 
not of course be maintained, because it im- 
plies that man should not develop his mental 
powers or his ingenuity. But as long as 
civilized poy | retains its present ideas of 
values, and as long as money is the universal 
solvent, the effect of machines to economize 
labor must be to cheapen that unskilled 
labor which is the great bulk of 
that seeking employment. The labor-saving 
devices, however, only hasten that culmina- 
tion in the progress of civilization, which 
would come later by the increase of popula- 
tion alone. China is an illustration of this 
culmination as produced by the slower 
process of ever-increasing population. Ler 
people have but little inventive genius and 
invent but few labor-saving devices, but are 
more peaceful, industrious, and saving than 
= people in the world, and yet China has 
at last arrived atastage where more of her 
people die annually from famine than are 
destroyed in all the rest of the world by both 
war and pestilence. 

What is a labor-saving machine but a de- 
vice to produce a greater amount of goods 
with no increase of labor? But this in- 
creased product of goods also requires 

AN EQUAL INCREASE OF CONSUMPTION, 
The whole question of labor-saving inven- 
tions may therefore be sifted down 
to the proposition that consumption 
must increase faster than the em- 
ployment of labor—a proposition which 
involves an impossibility, because labor 
must first be employed and paid in the same 
ratio as the increase of goodsin order that 
men may have the ability to buy and con- 
sume them. But if the labor-saving device 
fulfills its purpose it must diminish the em- 
ployment of labor to produce the goods and 
thus decrease the relative ability to buy and 
consume. It is therefore true that art con- 
tains the germ of its own decay, and that in 
civilized lite the abundance of goods is the 
cause of its poverty. 

To illustrate how this increase of com- 
modities has exceeded the increase in the 
employment of and the pay for labor, we 
may take the manufacture of boots. shoes, 
and clothing in the United States in the 
vears 1850, 1560, and 1570 as the statistics for 
those industries are given in the United 
States census for 1870. The following tables,

but at the same time drives 1,000 of them 
into shoes m one minute, a gang of ten men 
is able to turn out 600 irs of complete 
pegged shoes in a day. The wages of the 
skilled labor to operate these machines are 
about 50 per cent more than the more primi- 
tive labor of twenty years ago, and the shoes 
produced by it are estimated to be 2 per 
cent better than those produced by hand. 
But as it requires more expertnuess to operate 
the machines than to make shoes by the old 
methods, the higher wages are paid only for 
the increased skill of the workman, and in 
fact there has been no increase of wages, but 
* a decrease, for the same degree of 
Skill. 

THE MORE SIGNIFICANT FACT, 
however, is that ten men. whose skill would 
make them equa! to say fifteen or twenty of 
the workmen of twenty years ago, now do 
the work of 600 guch men working by the 
old methods, and produce 600 times the quan- 
tity of goods. If it be argued that the cost 
of these shoes to the consumer is only about 
half as much as twenty years age, there is 
still the fact that the ten men now produce 
300 times the aggregate value of goods to be 
suld that were produced by the same number 
of workmen twenty years ago. If the dex- 
terity and pay of these ten skilled workmen 
is equal to the expertness and wages of 
the twenty Shoemakes of twenty years ago, 
then the demand for and pay of labor in the 
shoe manufactories has doubled. But, in 
order to support this increase in the employ- 
ment and pay of labor. it is necessary that 
the demand for shoes should have increased 
1500 per cent., or in the same ratio as 600 
pairs of shoes, at half the cost of twenty 
vears ago, bear to twenty pairs of shoes pro- 
duced by the old methods. 

It will be seen that, notwithstanding the 
diminished cost of separate articles of boots 
and shoes and clothing effected by the use of 
lnbor-saving machinery, the aggregate value 
of -e whole amount placed on the market 
has sncreased a great deal more than the in- 
crease in the employment of labor; in other 
words, 

THE SUPPLY OF GOODS HAS INCREASED 
beyond the ability to buy. Well.“ says 


not such a bad thing, for the prices of these 
goods will have to decline, and thus bring 
them within the means of purchase of a 
larger number of cousumers!” But the 
Ltopian political economist overlooks the 
tact that if the prices of these goods decline 
itmust produce one of two effects—viz.: it 
will require that the cost of producing these 


goods should also decline; that is, that the 


future wages of those employed in the 
manufacture of these goods be reduced in 
proportion, or else that the raw materials be 
made cheaper. In either case, it will be in 
fact a diminished employment of, or a de- 
creased compensation for, labor, and this 
also diminishes the ability of the world to 
buy. This inevitable result of the cheapen- 
ing of labor by labor-saving machinery 
IS PARTLY NEUTRALIZED 

as long as there is activity in emigration and 
in great public or private improvements—as 
long as new States and Territories are being 
filled up. Emigration to Australia and Cali- 
fornia, transcontinental railways, and inter- 
oceanic ship-canals—all these things repre- 
sent the temporary redistribution of a por- 
tion of the capital that had been accumulat- 
ed into individual fortunes. But just as 
soon as there is a cessation in these move- 
the cheapening of 
greatly increased supply of 
compared with the smaller 
increase in the employment of labor by rea- 
son of Jabor-saving machinery, begins to be 


the 


save money. But, aguin, it will be argued 
by others that it is unskilled labor that is 
by the use of labor-saving ma- 
chinery. This is only partly true. The 


unskilled labor first; but as surely affects 
— skilled labor to as great an extent a little 
ater. 

There is a strange paradox in all this in- 


crease of unsatisfied desire and of actual 
suffering and starvation attendant upon the 
progress of civilization when we take into 
account the fact that the labor of less than 
one-fourth of the civilized world is required 
to furnish food and clothing for the whole. 
The daily labor of about one-third of the 
adult population of 
ica, it employed in agriculture, would 
supply for the whole 350,000,000 of people in 
both countries, food, clothing, and shelter of 
a quality equal to those used by the medium 
class of agricultural population on both con- 
tinents. 

TO SUM UP THE FOKEGOING ARGUMENTS 
in a few words, their net conclusions arethat 
a constant advance in civilization is impossi- 
ble; and that the so-called progress of every 
age has had its rise, culmination, and de- 
cline; and that, as the civilization of Rome 
was succeeded by the decline of the Middle 
Ages, svour present civilization must in some 
way feel reaction from the great impetus 
imparted to it by the age of steam. 

As man found the world (at least the world 
of which he had any knowledge) too small 
for him to live in the pastoral and patriarchal 
condition, so the seat of every civilization 
has ever found its territory too small to affgrd 
its increasing population the higher kind of 
living itdemands. Egypt was too small, but 
before its overflowing population could 
find another outlet its civilization de- 
clined, Assyria was too small, and again 
India and China have found theirs too small, 
and are on the decline. Even Europe is too 
Small. but before her increasing millions can 
find room for further expansion hers too 
must decay. The great fact which must 
defer such a decline in the civilization 
of America to a much more re- 
mote period is the supply of land. 
The population of Europe, which, notwith- 
standing the emigration and the destruction 
of life in wars, doubles in every period of 
90 or 100 years, must soon bein as crowded 
a condition as that of China, which is already 
overfiowing upon our western coast. All 
these facts indicate the culmination and com- 
ing decline of civilization in the Old World 
and the transfer of its new sé to this 
continent, but only to repeat here the history 
of the past. W. IL. FAwcerTr.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Oct. 1.—I have recently been a 
guest of the Wild Goose Club, and have haa 
happiness by the bowlful. Did you ever hear 
of the Wild Goose Club? Well, it is the 
high-toned sporting-club of New England. 
lis grounds comprise 1,300 acres, situated in 
Somerset County, Maine, including the great 
Madawaska Lake, together with its tributa- 
ry streams and connecting ponds. 

It is composed of fifteen members—ganders 
in full plumage—most of whom reside in 
Boston andits vicinity. They are all railroad 
moguls, bank Presidents, merchant princes, 
or other species of capitalist. 

By an article of the constitution no man 
can become a member or be invited to visit 
the domains and partake ot the hospitality of 
the club unless he be the possessor of at least 
a million. Il went, but am saddened by the 
thought that so few of my friends can go 
there under this rule. 

MY INVITATION, 
which came through the Secretary, concluded 
thus: “It is expected that every visitor will 


steal something, and the value of whatever | 


he may take will be charged to the member 
who introduces him. This pleased me ex- 
ceedingly. I knew I could meet that reason- 
able expectation. I happened at the time to 
lack annunber of little things which 
not want to buy, and it occurred to me 
that the acceptance of this invitation 
would afford a good opportunity for 
replenishing. 1 needfully and thank- 
fully accepted. Then 1 mused: 1 will 
visit the Wild Goose Club; I will replenish; 
I will shoot many wild geese. I felt that 
it would be especially pleasant to goto a 
place where and 
stealing was recognized. Indeed, I regard 
this feature in the organization of the club, 
particularly that portion of it which places 
the responsibility of the thefton somebody 
clse, as most judicious and useful. It puts 
visitors at their ease, and at the same time 
tends to protect. the members 
against anv imputation of exclusiveuess or 
ot being in any way “stuek up,“ a charge 
to which, from their high financial position, 
they might otherwise be amenable. Some 
persons consider themselves too good to as- 
sociate with thieves. The members of that 
club donot: neither do l—and Ltold them so. 
ON MY ARRIVAL AT BOSTON 
[ was met by a committee of three members, 
who escorted ine to the depot of the Eastern 
liailroad, where we were soon comfortably 
disposed ina Pullman sleeper. From the 
uppearance and manners of these gentlemen 
1 feared on first meeting them that there was 
some mistake. They seemed iike clergymen, 
and 1 was afraid either that I had met the 
wrong committee or that the committee had 
met the wrong man. But subsequent events 
proved that they were—well, not clergymen. 
Lobserved that each of them wore two over- 
coats, and that these garments Were supplied 
with large pockets placed at every available 


| point, inside and out, like an extravagantly 


typical shooting-jacket. It occurred’ to 
me at rst that this was perhaps 
a sort of club uniform, but in this, too, 
I was wrong. I learned subsequently that 
“down East“ there exists the most urgent 
reason for this style of overcoat, and that as 
regards the number—which seemed to me 
unuecessarily large considering the weather 
—I was told that no man, especially no East- 
ern man, could possibly travel comfortably 
with less than two} and that most of the 
W ild-Goose men needed three or four. 
HERE 18 THE EXPLANATION. 

In consequence of a provision of the Maine 
Liquor law, which prohibits railroad and ex- 
press companies from cunveying any kind of 
refreshing beverages into or through that 
State, every man is compelled to be his own 
expressman. ‘This will also explain another 
fact that has been so frequently noticed— 
namely: that overcoats are so generally car- 
ried by travelers in Maine even in the hottest 
weather. They must have it. 

As might be expected, the effect of this 
Liquor law upon the business of some of the 
New England transportation companies has 
been most disastrous. Some time ago the 
railroad company I have already named 
found itself almost bankrupt, and. although 
its impoverished condition was attributed to 
other causes, I feel quite sure, judging from 
the number ‘of many-pocketed overcoats 
which I saw, that it was due to the great 
diminution of liquid freight. At any rate, so 
long as that law stands, I do not want to buy 
— in any freight-carrying company in 
Maine. 

Un the following morning at 4 o’clock, and 
after 1 had succeeded in getting about fif- 
teen minutes’ sleep, and was trying to get 
more, a nend of a porter shook me and said 
we were near to the station. So we were, 
and before | had time to get fairly dressed 
the train stopped, and we alighted at Pitts- 
fiveld—a place noted only for having been 
almost burned down some months ago. Here 
carriages stood ready for us, and we were 
soon rattling away towards 

THE GREAT MADAWASKA LAKE, 
seven miles distant. Shortly atter daybreak 
we reached Hartland, a beautiful specimen 
of a clean, thrifty, green-lawned. white- 
housed, and green-shuttered New England 
Village situated at the outlet of the iake. 
Here we left our carriage and stepped into 
one of the club’s boats which was in readi- 
ness for us. The care and tenderness 
with which the overcoats were trans- 
ferred to the boat and stowed away 
were very touching, and the process was 
watched with the utmost anxiety by the en- 
tire party, lest any of the baggage should be 
smashed, 

Atter a delightful. sail—with oars—of 
about six miles, we came to a light-liouse, an 
airy and graceful structure, forty feet high, 
situated on a slightly jutting point of land. 
Ibis is the Port of Galashiels, which marks 
the entrance to the inlet Of that name. 

tounding the point, there came suddenly in- 

to view the club-house, 500 yards distant, at 
the head of the inlet, which here widens out 
to form a beautiful bay, bordered on either 
side by a dense primitive forest. 

The elub-house, which is called 

CASTLE HARMONY, 


is a modest Duilding—the only modest thing 
Il saw there, by the way—admirably adapted 
(oO its purpose. It is built on a plateau twenty 
feet above the water level, and with its slop- 
ing lawn covered with the most luxuriant 
clover, its numerous flag-poles and their 
many-colored appendages—the most notice- 
able displaying the figure of a wild goose in 
flight—its fringing background of tall pine, 
hickory, and birch trees, it presents to one 
who has traveled thirteen miles by slow con- 
veyance without breakfast a most pleasing 
and grateful picture. I was glad to see it. 
On the veranda of the Castle were seen 
about a score of men—members and visitors 
—who had gathered together for the purpose 
of receiving us. As weapproached the wharf 
infront of the Castle these persons formed 
in column, two by two. At the head of the 


- column was a band of extempore musicians, 


We heard the order given Forward, 
march!’ and they started toward us. The 
band played several tunes as they advanced, 
but [ did not recognize any of them. I do 
not believe anybody did. Among the instru- 
ments were a fiddle, a cornet, a drum, six 
dinner-horns, and two fog-horns—and 

vas enough. 

INITIATION. 

The ranks opened when they reached the 
wharf, and, so soon as we landed, the com- 
mittee, with me in charge, headed by the 
band passed through to the front. The 
music again struck up, playing the same 
tunes, as it seemed to me, and we solemnly 
marched toward the Castle. As we approach- 
ed the building 1 observed three masked 
figures seated onchairs. They were gor- 
eously decorated with paint, ribbons, and 
eathers. They sat as motioniess as it they 
were dead, and shortly afterwards { would 
not have been overwhelmed with grief if 
they had been. The band sidled off to the 
right and I was urged on to the front and

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'which I did. The three masked wretches 


then rose and I was presented to them 
as a Chicago pork-packer, who de- 
sired examination and _ initiation.

THE MAIN HALL 

of the Castle, which serves as reception, 
reading-room, and parlor, is a spacious apart- 
ment, having a huge fire-piace at one end in 
which cordwood logs of bireh and hickory 
are constantly burning and throwing out 
their crackling and blazing comfort. At the 
other end is an immense sideboard, bounti- 
fully supplied with all that properly belongs 
to such an article of furniture. The walls on 
every side are absolutely covered with 
stuffed animals, birds, firearms, pictures, 
flags, te., all most tastefully arranged. 
llere, too, are portraits in oil of several of 
the members—the work of Mr. Harvey 
Young, the celebrated artist of Boston, who 
visits the club once a year, and who leaves 
one of these pictures as a souvenir of his so- 
journ. Among these are capital likenesses 
of Ilenry-ddastings.
